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ME. CARNOT’S LIFE. 


{ITEMPT 10 ASSASSINATE THE WIFE OF 
THE FRENCH: PRESIDERT. 


An Infernal Machine Exploded in the 
Lady's Apartments. 


THE EVIDENT INTENTION WAS TO KILL 
HER HUSBAND. 


No Clew to the Criminals in Possession of 
the Paris Police—Will England’s Pledge 
to the Driebund Ins the Peace of 
Europe—The Ozar’s it on Servia 
—Emperor William Injured While 
Whale Hunting—Turkey and Crete— 
General Foreign News. 


Paris, July 25.—It became known to-day 
that an attempt has been made to assassinate 
Mme. Carnot, wife of the President of the Re- 
public. It was at first reported that an in- 
fernal machine had been exploded in Mme, 
Carnot’s apartments at the Elysee Palace. 
Some people said that she was killed, 
others had it that she was only severely 
wounded. Owing tothe red tape police and 
military system which prevails in this coun- 
try itis almost impossible to get at the real 
facts in a case like this. The 
police and military authorities, however, 
do not attempt to deny that Mme. 
Carnot’s life has been attempted, but they 
claim that in the interests of justice it is ad- 
visable to say as little as possible about the 
matter at present. Ithas, however, become 
generally known that the attempt upon Mme. 
Carnot was made in about the following 
manner: 

Mme. Carnot had received a package ad- 
dressed to her from Toulon, and apparently 
containing an oblong box. The wrapping 
paper around the supposed box was taken 
off, andthe package was found to consist of 
a good sized missal, or Roman Catholic mass 
book. At first sight it was 
a neat present to send to the wife of the 
President. Upon more careful examination 
it was found that the leaves of the missal, to 
outward appearance, had been stuck to- 
gether with varnish or mucilage. This caused 
a still more careful examination of the 
mysterious missal, and upon beiig opened 
with the greatest of care it was found that 
the interior of the book had been cut away 
and that it contained a powerful fulminate 
powder. No clue, according to the police, 
has been found to the sender of this infernal 
machine, though the Post-office authorities of 
Toulon, acting in conjunction with the Par- 
isian police and with the police of Toulon, are 
said to be on the track of the perpetrator or 
perpetrators of this outrage. 

No reason seems to have been found for 
this attempt upon the life of Mme. 
Carnot, and so the conclusion arrived 
atisthatthe would-be assassins really in- 
tended to take the life of the President, and 
supposed thata package addressed to Mme. 
Carnot would be carelessly opened by the 
President, while a package ad- 
dressed wo Carnot would be 
carefully opened by his attendants. 
Of course, these are only theories, the actual 
facts known being few in number. 


ENGLAND’S PLEDGE. 


WILL HER ALLEGIANCE TO THE DREIBUND M- 
SURE PEACE IN EUROPE? 

LoxpDoN, July 2%.—The report from Berlin 
that Lord Salisbury had pledged England to 
the Triple Alliance has been severely criti- 
cised by a number of English Liberal poll- 
ticlans in speeches to their constituences 
i week, The most important 
speech on the question was made 
by Mr. James Bryce, Liberal member 
of Parliament for Aberdeen City, 
South Division, and who was Politi- 
cal Secretary for the Foreign Office in Mr. 
Giadstone’s Cabinet of 1886. After dealing 
with home affairs Mr. Bryce referred to the 
report that Lord Salisbury had pledged En- 
gland to support the Triple Alliance. He said: 
‘‘Englishmen were courteous to Emperor 
William during his recent visit to En- 
giand and cherish warm and friendly feelings 
for him, but they have not the slightest 
idea of sacrificing the perfect freedom of 
theircountry in foreign politics. They are 
convinced that the exclusive preponderance 
of any one power in Europe is bad for Europe 
and particularly bad for England. That is 
so, even when the preponderant power hap- 
pens to be Germany. If Germany 
were to crush France for good 
and for all to-morrow (a hypothesis, by 
the way, which is ah absurdity on 
the face of it, tor the days When great nations 
could be crushed for good and all have 
passed), itcertainly would not improve our 
chances of good relations with the conquer- 
or. Ofcourse we heartily desire peace, in 
the interests of the whole world as 
well as of ourselves. But it 
is by no means clear that to 
increase the strength of Germany by our 
alliance or otherwise, would be to ensure 
peace. The very contrary is possible. It is 
commonly assumed in England that the 
Iriple Alllance can under no circum stances 
take the offensive, and that, therefore, the 
stronger it is the surer peace. 

The Vienna correspondent of the London 
/imes Was indiscreet enough to tell only a 
lew days ago that political circles are taking 
the lead of the press in speculating already 
as to whether England's adhesion to the 
rriple Alliance will ensure a long peace or 
bring events quickly into the sphere of action. 
The arm&ments of the continental 
are so costly and they are so utterly unable to 
plate the burden ot them so long as any 
dower continues to arm with the uncon - 
Cealed object of making war at some future 
Ume, that there is considerable doubt abroad 
as to whether the three allied 
powers will not soon make it 
plan that some mit must ds 
Dbiaced to their tolerance of preparations 
which are not necessary for defense, and 
which must therefore be recognized as ag- 
eressive. This, however, is a delicate mat- 
ter, which is for the present more easy to 
discuss in conversation than in print. 
As 4 Matter of fact, Fran has not in any 
Way threatened the ce between her- 
se‘! and Germany since 1870. It has only 
once been seriously threatened, and then it 
was by Germany. Englishmen have every 
good-will to Germany, as they (or at least 
those of them who are Liberals) have every 
good-will to France; But they think that 
Germany is quite strosigenough already, and 
they do not perceive any duty lying upon 
mem to make her ‘ 


means so useful as Servia provided Servia can 
de had. The Czar has also received a visit 
froma French squadron which may or may 
not be a demonstration to counterbalance 
the German Emperor’s visit to England. 
The cultivation of Servia is part of the tradi- 
tional policy. The object is to have some 
one to occupy Austria in the rear in 
case of a conflict which 

policy to advance toward Oonstantinople 
carries with it. Another indication of the 
same policy is the change which has been 
made in the management of the Russian line 
of steamers on the Danube, because it is de- 
sired to lay a stress rather on mi- 
tary possibilities than on commercial 
utitity. Russia has quarreled with her 
old ally, Germany, and the Osar is 
very shy of his would-be partner, the French 
Republic. But the Triple Alliance renders 
the pursuance of her policy impracticable 
without assistance, and it is possible that the 
visit of the French fleet may be accompanied 
by some exchange of assurances between the 
Czar and the French Government. 


SIERRA LEONE, 


NEGOTIATIONS WHICH MAY MATERIALLY AFFECT 
BRITISH INTERESTS. 

PARIS, July 2%.—The negotiations which are 
at present being carried on in Paris between 
the Governments of Great Britain and France 
may have a very serious result for the British 
colony of Sierra Leone. The question under 
discussion is one of those curious points 
which sometimes arise in treaties relat- 
ing to countries. of which maps 
can give only an approximate idea. For the 
past quarter ofa century France has grad- 
ually been closing in Sierra Leone, whose sole 
trade is in the various products which reach 
the coast from the interior. This tradeis 
now a Valuable one, the exports amounting 
to $2,000,000a year and the imports, mostly 
from England, toa similar sum. 

In August of 1889, a convention was come to 
by Great Britain and France as to the spheres 
of influence in the Hinterland, and it was 
agreed that the boundaries of Sierra Leone 
should not exceed beyond 11.@ of 
longitude west of Greenwich, and 
the 10th degree of latitude. 
Near the border line was the important town 
of Fararma, situated almost at the source of 
the Niger. It is at this town that all the na- 
tive caravans on their way to Sierra Leone 

from the interior have to cross the river and 
itis consequently a place of the greatest 
commercial importance. 

On the French maps Fararma was shown 
well within the French boundary, but English 
officials claim that accurate observation has 
now clearly demonstrated that it is really 
within the British limits and the inhabitants 
of Sierra Leone are naturally anxious 
to retain this important entreport 
of trade in their own hands. It is the neck of 
the bottle through which the trade of the 
colony flows, and this is recognized by the 
French no less than by the English colonists. 
France is therefore determined to assert her 
alleged rights to the town. The bait held out 
to Great Britain is a concession in that No 
Man’s Land,’’ the region around Lake Chad. 

The inhabitants of Sierra Leone are ser- 
iously alarmed at the danger whieh threatens 
their trade and have pointed out to Lord 
Salisbury and Lord Knutsford that Sierra 
Leone is of great strategetical importance to 
the empire, and that the cession of Fararma 
to France, by enabling the French to deflect 
the trade to their Senegal and Niger colonies, 
can only result in the destruction of the com 
merce of Sierra Leone, and in its eventually 
being absorbed into the French colonies by 
which it will be hemmed in on every side. 


THE KING WEPT. 


AN AFFECTING INCIDENT SHOWING THE Tor- 
ALTY OF A SUBJECT TO THE KAISER. 

BERLIN, July 2%.—A story comes from 
Heligoland tothe effect that Emperor Will- 
iam on his recent visit tothe island wished 
to ascend in one of the captive balloons 
which have been established there for the 
purpose of studying their use in war, but 
Prince Henry Admiral Vandergoltz and Gen. 
Von Hanke begged him not to expose his 
precious life, while Gen. Von Hanke 
went 80 far as to state that 
he would oppose the E mperor’s 
desire by force, excusing his boldness on the 
ground that the Emperor of Germany had no 
right to go up in a balloon, nor to make ex- 
cursions outside of Europe, without the con- 
sent of the Reichstag. The Emperor, who 
was much angered at first, soon became 
calm and effusively embraced Gen. Von 
Hanke, throwing around his neck a string of 
diamonds to which was suspended the Grand 
Cross of the Orderof the House of Hohen- 
zollern. 

A dispatch from Christiana conveyed the 
news to-day that the Kaiser has met witha 
slight but annoying accident, which will 
spoil his whaling trip and compel him to rest 
for sometime. He slipped on the wet deck of 
the Hohenzollern to-day and injured his right 
knee. The trouble is not serious, but the 
doctors say that the Emperor must not use 
the leg for quite a long time. The projected 
mountain excursions will have to be aban- 
doned in consequence. The health of the 
Emperor remains good. 

PROF. KOCH’S RESIGNATION. 

The announcement on Thursday that Prof. 
Koch had resigned all the public offices held 
by him caused considerable discussion and 
speculation as to the real cause of this action 
upon his part. As there had been rumors cir- 
culating for some time past the distinguished 
professor was dissatisfied with the results of 
his tuberculine discoveries his resignation 
naturally was said to be connected with this 
unsatisfactory state of affairs. 

An Associated Press correspondent has been 
making inquiries into Prof. Koch’s action, 
and is authorized by the eminent physician’s 
friends to make the assertion that Prof. Koch 
has not resigned his official positions on ac- 
count of the failure of tuberculine or Kochism 
but because he is upon the point of accepting 
a new Office, that of Director of the Institute 
of Infectious Diseases, which has been or- 
ganized by the German Government. 

Itis also stated that the Academic Senate 
will bestow an honorary office upon Prof. 
Koch, and that this will permit him to lecture 
whenever and wherever he pleases.

NOT AMERICAN SAILORS. 


THE REPORTED LOSS OF THE PENSACOLA 
LAUNCH NOT CREDITED AT WASHINGTON. 

Wasmmorox, D. O.. July %.—The report 
from Chili that a steam launch of the United 
States steamer Pensacola was accidentally 
Diown up and five men killed by a torpedo 
fromthe Chilian Government torpedo boat 
Condell on June 1, cannot be confirmed at 
the Navy Department. No credit is placed 
in the report there, and from a 
close investigation by the Department 
Officials it has been ascertained that 
the Pensacola was not in Chilian waters on 
that date. Of the five names of seamen re- 
ported to have been killed in the accident, 
three of the names appear on the muster 
roll of the Pensacola forthe quarter ending 
March 8llast. They are Otto Schmidt, New 


Tork; Wm. Hays, carpenter and calker, 


New Tork; and Geo. A. Peckham, seaman, 
Boston. 

The names of A. E. Dykman and Teddy 
O’Rourke are not found on the roll men- 
tioned. Areportfrom Admiral McCann re- 
ceived at the department says that during 
an engagement at Iquique on May 19, 
a torpedo boat ofthe Chilian Government was 
blown up by accident by atorpedo from the 
Government vessel Imperial and out of a 
crew of eight men, two were killed and four 
mortally wounded. This accident, it is 
thought, may have been reported under a 
misapprehension as happening to the launch 
of the Pensacola. Although three of the 
names reported to be killed agree with the 
muster rollofthe Pensacola, the Navy De- 
partment places no reliance in the report, for 
ifsuch an accident had happened Admiral 
McCann would if possible have reported it 
immediately to the Department. 

CONSUL DOUGHERTY’S STATEMENT. 

New Tom, July B.- A. J. Daugherty, Uni- 
ted States Consul at Callao, Peru, arrived 
from his post of duty yesterday 
aftefnoon to spend his vacation at his home 
in Peoria, Ill. He was seen at the Evertt 
House in regard to the report from Callao 
that the steam launch of the United States 
man-of-war Pensacola was biown up in the 
harbor of Arica, Chill, on June 1 by Bal- 
maceda’s torpedo boat Conde. The 
report stated that the Chillan cruiser had 
mistaken the launch for an insurgent boat. 
The launch, it was said was sunk and five 
sailors lost their lives. Mr. Dougherty arrived 
onthe same vesselthat brought the letter 
containing the information. The letter was 
dated at Callao, June 24. Mr. Dougherty 
said he was on board the Pensacola at Callao 
as late as July 4. He had heard nothing of 
such an accident. 

In these troubles and turbulent times, 
said he, all kinds of reports are prevalent. It 
is impossible to verify them immediately. 
All kinds of war rumors are set afloat 
and I suppose this is one of them. It prob- 
ably got started in this way: Commander 
Kants of the Pensacola told me that after the 
battle in the harbor of Iquique, on 
July i Balmaceda’s fleet gave chase to the in- 
surgent fleet. In the excitement a sailor 
on one of Balmaceda’s boats 
prematurely set off a torpedo 
which sunk the craft with all on board. 
The Pensacola was in the habor at 
the time and lowered its launch. 
Two bodies were picked up.’’ All 
regular channels of news are cut off. The 
newspaper correspondents obtain their in- 
formation from any source they can, 
and give it for what it is 
worth. Somebody, no doubt, got things 
mixed up, and reported that the crew of the 
Pensacola, instead of the Chilian vessel, were 
killed.

Lowpor, July %.—The strongest doubts are 
now entertained in ministerial quarters as to 
whether the Rt. Hon. William Henry Smith 
will be able to face another session or even a 
part of a session of Parilament as Gov- 
ernment leader of the House of Com- 
mons. The strain upon his health in 
the last two years has deen very 
severe, and, as everybody knows, he 
would gladiy have escaped from his labors if 
he had found it possible. However,as he 
has held on so long, Lord Salisbury would 
no doubt have been glad to avoid any 
changes before the general election, but 
despite the comparative ease with 
which business has been carried on during 
the last four weeks, the First Lord of 
the Treasury has been fepeatedly absent, 
and on one or two occasions on which he has 
felt it his duty to bein hig place he has been 
present against the doctor’s advice and at 
great personal inconvenience. The question 
as to who shall be his successor remains in 
much the same position as it 
was when Mr. Smith’s retirement was 
broached two or three Years ago. There 
would, probably, however, be no serious ob- 
jections on the Conservative benches to the 
Right Hon, George Goschen’s leading the 
House until the general election, on the un- 
derstanding that the question of the 
eventual disposition of the post 
was not prejudiced. It is, of course,

Lonpon, July 25.—The close of the season 
has brought out some vigorous comments in 
the society papers on the struggles of many 
people to keep ther places who have 
nearly, it not quite, impoverished by the re- 
cent financial crashes. Were it not 
for the visiting Americans many of the 
London hotels and lodging houses would 
be in sore straits for some time to come.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 2%.—Senator M. 8. 
Quay’s resignation of the chairmanship of 
we Republican National Committee, the an- 
nouncement of which he has confirmed jhim- 
self, is but the forerunner of his resignation 
from the United States Senate, which 
will be presented upon the meeting 
of Congress in December. Senator

Seven People Killed and Fitty Others 


Wounded, 


AN EXCURSION TRAIN CRASHED INTO BY 
A FREIGHT. 


Horrible Scenes Witnessed as the Dead 
and Dying Were Taken From the 
Debris—Twe Coaches Laden With 
People Plowed Through by the Engine 
of the Freight Train— The Work of 
Rescue Proceeding at Midnight—Car- 
ing for the Injured at Dayton—Incom- 
plete List of the Dead. 

Darron, O., July %4.—A frightfal calamity 

occurred to-night on the Cincinnati, Hamil- 

tom & Dayton Railway. A rear end collision 
wrecked an excursion train, killing seven 


people and wounding twenty others. 


Several of the wounded cannot survive, The 
train was a longone and was fail of excur- 
sionists. The Dayton Cash Register Co. gave 
their agents and employes, with their 
friends, a picnic to-day at Woodsdak, 
on the Cincinnat!t, Hamilton & Dayton 
Raliway. thirty miles south of Dayton and 
twelve miles south of Middletown. The 
train was a big one and was full of peeple of 
both sexes, chiefty adults. ~ 

THE FATAL DELAY. 

It remained at Woodsdale until after dark 
and then started home. There were thirteen 
cars on the train going homeward. On the 
way north a drawbar or Unk 
pulled out . of one of the front 
cars. This caused a delay to fix it; 
Another delay for the same purpose was 
made at Middletown. This was between 9 
and 10 o’clock to-night. While the train was 
standing there a freight going north ran into 
the rear of the excursion trainand demol- 
ished the three rear coaches. | 

It was very difficult to get information ow. 
ingtothe fact that the telegraph office is 
Closed at Middletown and the telephone can 


scarcely be used. 

A later message from the scene of the dis- 
astersays: The excursion train at Middie - 
ton broke a draw bar while pulling onto the 
switch and during the delay of recoupling 
the freight train came along. The 
cars into which the train plowed were turned 
into a mass of debris, and dead and crippled 
human beings. It is now sad the wounded 
mumber fifty. Scores had their legs or arms 
broken or otnerwise horribly injured. 

HORRIBLE SCENES AT THE WRECK. 

Both coaches were thrown from the track 
in shapeless masses, The screams of the ter- 
rified and wounded were heartrending. The 
work of rescue was immediately begun. Five 
corpses were taken out, but the Ust 
wilf be increased bythe deaths of others. 
The dead are four men, a girl, a boy and a 
woman. Owing to the confusion and the 
lateness of the hour thenames of all are 
not yet ascertained. 

News of the disaster spread over the city of 
Dayton like wiléfire, and at midnight the de- 
pot was filled with anxious families whose 
relatives were on the unfortunate train. The 
city ambulances and patrol wagons have all 
been ordered to the depot to transport the in - 
jured to the hospital and to their homes. Two 
coaches filled with people were wrecked. A 
boy named Pstterson, aged 11, was 
cut in three pieces. A woman named 
Fryer was killed and a little girl 6 years old 
died soon after being trken from the debris, 
The passengers were transferred at Middie- 
town to the relief train which will bring them 
here in an hour.

Creditors Growing Anxious Over De- 
ferred Payments. 

THE 87, LOUIS HARBOR TO RECEIVE 
FAVORABLE ACTION. 


Indian Claims Against the Government, 
Audited and Past Due, Are Ignored— 
Suspicion That Funds Are Short—Maj,. 
Murphy's Successful Mission to Wash- 
ington—Department Matters— Personal 
Gossip. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., July %.—The gentie- 


men interested in the payment of payment of 


several of the important Indian claims are 
much exercised at the delay of the 
Government in making these settie- 
ments, which were appropriated for by 
the last Congress. They claim that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury causes to be given out 
the information to the country that the 
treasury Vaults contain abundance of money 
for all allowances contracted by Mr. 
Reed’s Congress, while such is 
not the fact; that at the last 
session an appropriation of $2,991,450 was 
made to pay the Choctawand Chickasaw 
Indians in the Indtan Territory, for all 
their right, title and interest which 
sald tribes might have in and to 
certain lands occupied by the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes. They allege that there is, 
after deducting allotments as pro- 
vided for, a residue of 2,390,000 
acres. The act provides that upon the 
execution of the proper transferor deed by 
the duly authorized agent of tHe said 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians, the 
appropriation is to be immediately 
avallabie. The deeds have been 
made, signed and delivered in compliance 
with the law for over two months and yet the 
money has not been pald, although the dele- 
gates or agents of the Choctaws have 
from day to day called at the department 
for information as to when it would 
be paid, Secretary Noble examined the 
deeds to see whether or not they were in 
proper shape. Satisfying himself on this 
point, the papers were transmitted 
to the President. Since then re- 
peated calls have been made in 
the premises, but those interested find they 
must bide their time. Two or three Mis- 
sourians are anxious in this matter and want 
the Presidept to hasten things. The money 
comes out of the regular appropriation for 
current and contingent expenses of the In- 
dian Department for 1892. 

In the game bill Congress provided for the 
payment of one-halfof all the funds held in 
trust by the Government for the Dela- 
ware Indians, with accrued interest. 
This is the claim in which 
Ex-Gov. Fletcher is interested as attorney. 
This money has not been paid. Now those 
who are anxious begin to express their be- 
lief that the Treasury is deferring these pay- 
ments because the money is not there to make 
them. 

Among other claims appropriated for and 
for which payments have not been made are 
those under the Bowman act, ranging from 
$150 to $1,000, claims under the French spolia- 
tion act, etc, 


MAJ. MURPHY. 


HE SECURES A FAVORABLE DECISION REGARD- 
ING sr. LOUIS’ HARBOR. 
Wasurxector, D. C., July 3.—Commis- 
sioner Murphy of St. Louis had a conference 
this morning with Gen. Thomas I.. 
Casey, Chief of Engineers C. 8. 
A., in regard to a project 
for the improvement of the river and harbor 
north of St. Louis and extending to the 
Chain of Rocks. A plan has been pro- 
posed to Major Miller, the resident United 
States Engineer, by the city authorities 
which provides for the narrowing and 
straightening of the channelto conform to 
the work recently completed in the harbor 
opposite the city. This improvement was 
made under an appropriation passed at the 
last session of Congress, and was the 
first work done for the benefit of the 
harbor of St. Louis by the War 
Department for the past fifty 
years. This secures for St. Louis 
a permanent recognition as one of the few 
inland harbors of the country entitled to 
future consideration in the river and 
harbor bill.“ The interyiew of the 
Commissioner with Gen. Casey was 
entirely satisfactory. Commissioner 
Murphy also concluded his work with the 
Treasury Department and goes West to-day. 
The Main purpose of his visit 
there was to have an ex- 
pression from the supervising architect of 
Federal bulldings in regard to the street im- 
provements around the Custom-house and 
other Federal property in St. Louis. It 
has been definitely ascertained that there 
is no fund at the disposal of the architect or 
the Secretary of the Treasury to apply to 
improvements of this character. The 
promise has been obtained by Commissioner 
Murphy that an estimate and recommendation 
would be prepared and submitted to Congress 
at its next session for an appropriation cov- 
ering any expense incurred by the city for 
this class of work. This is a step forward 

and one in the right direction.

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Some Facts Concerning the Subterra- 
nean Rivers of the Country. 


STREAMS THAT SINE AND REAPPEAR AT 
DISTANT POINTS. 


————— 


The Underground River System of me- 
souri--Formation of Reelfoot Lake 


Waters Flowing Beneath New York 
City—FPacts About Other Subterranean 


Streams. 


The formation of a great lake in the arid 
Yuma Desert in Southern California by 
the water discharged from an underground 
river is by no means so rare and unusaal 
event as most areinclined to believe. Un- 
deground water-courses, from the sizeof a 
small rill to that of a mighty river, are found 
in all parts of the world, and nowhere more 
frequently than in the United States. In the 
territory between the Rocky Mountains 
and the Sierra Nevada range, 
known as the Great Basin, 
these underground rivers are found every- 
where. With the solitary exception of the 
Colorado and Snake Rivers with their tribu- 
taries, every stream in this section of the 
country south of the Missouri and Columbia 
systems flows underground for a greater or 
leas distance, the rivers being said to sink, 
again appearing at points many miles dis- 
tant from the place where they were swal- 
lowed up hy the sand. 
SINKING RIVERS. 

The points of disappearance vary from year 
to year and it is a frequent eccurrence for the 
bed of a stream to be entirely iry one sea- 
son and bankful the next. But aithough these 
subterranean rivers are more common among 
the arid valleys of the Great Basin than in 
other parts ofthe country, it isin a better 
watered region that the greatest under- 
ground streams are to be looked for. Prob- 
ably the largest in the United States, if not 
in the world, is the river that flows beneath 
the bed of Lake Erie, connecting the waters 
of Lakes Michigan and Huron with those of 
Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence. The at- 
tention of scientists wascalledto the fact 
that nearly all the fish common to the St. 
Lawrence are found in Ontario, Michigan, 
Huron and Superior, but not in Lake Erie. 

A RIVER UNDER A LAKE. 

Investigation showed that the bottom of 
Lake Erie was 850 feet above the sea level, 
while the bottoms of the other lakes were 
from 150 to 260 below that point. The pres- 
ence of the fish was thus accounted for. A 
great river, the exact dimensions of which 
cannot be ascertained, flows below Lake 
Erie, making its eit in Lake Ontario. Sev- 
eral efforts have been made to ascertain its 
situation and course, but so far without suc- 
eess. 

Lake Erte itself feeds an underground 
stream of no inconsiderable size. Fora long 
time the question as to where the Lake of the 

ountain, near Quinite in the Provinceof 
Ontario, derived its waters was a puzzle to 
geographers. Recent observations have 
shown that itis fed from Lake Erie. The 
underlying limestone strata are easily per- 
meable to water, and highly friable. An un- 
derground passage has been opened befween 
the two lakes, through which the main part 
of the water of the Lakeof the Mountain 
flows. 

A DOUBLE STREAM. 

One of the most remarkable subterranean 
rivers known was discovered while building 
a bridge forthe Annistown & Atiantic Ran- 
road across the Ooosa Riverin Alabama. A 
test of the bottom was made, when 
to the surprise of all the en- 
gineers the drilis, after penetrating the 
rocky bed, were plunged into a great body of 
flowing water. Further examination showed 
that the bed of the Coosa was underiaid by 
another river averaging nearly sixty feet in 
depth, a much more considerable stream 
than the upper one. Near San Antonio, Tex., 
a large stream gushes from a cleft in the 
limestone and forms the San Antonio River, a 
deep and wide stream; where the supply 
comes from, and how long the river is sub- 
terranean is not known. In Montana the fow 
of all the streams, except a few of the princi- 
pai rivers, is underground during the summer 
months. The Rio Hondo of New Mexico and 
the Santa Crus of Arizona are examples of a 
class of streams in the Southwest. Both 
pitch bodily into a chasm from which they 
never emerge. 

SUBTERRANEAN MISSOURI WATERS. 

Missouri is particularly rich in underground 
rivers, when size and not mere number is 
considered. In Dent and Howell Counties 
there are three notable subterranean rivers 
which break out of the ground m large 
streams. One of these, the Spring River, 
supplies ample water power for five 
or six large mills. The famous 
earthquake of 1811, which shook New Madrid 
and submerged large districts in New Madrid 
County, brought to light a great subterranean 
stream at a place where its existence had 
never been suspected. After the earthquake 
a large lake appeared where before there had 
been farms and forest lands. This proved to 
be fed by an underground stream,and did 
not disappear, as was the case with so many 
of the ponds formed by the e. 
Beelfoot Lake is to-day one of the best 
grounds in the State. The earthquake of 
1811 simply fractured the envelope that 
covered part of its course. There still exists 
a subterranean connection with the Missis- 
sippi through which fish freely pass. In the 
case of the Giant 8 g of the Missouri River, 
near Great Falls, t.. the mountain chain 
is tunnelied for a distance of over thirty 
miles. The connection between Giant Springs 
on one side of the range and Belt River on the 
other has recently been ascertained with cer- 
tainty. Subterrannean rivers are found in

Before the attempt was made on the bank

All night Thursday 
night Chief of Police Stutsman, Detective 
Jobnson and two officers, heavily armed, 
were behind the counters of the bank wait- 
ing for the robbers. They came promptly at 
s o’clock, but for some unaccountable reason 
decided not to carry out their plans that 
morning. The next move of the of- 
ficials was to learn their further plans. 
This they did by sending into their 
council a local newspaper man, disguised as 
aman from Missouri, who was anxious to 
zom them.

Henry Loper, a Negro Waiter, Fatally 
Shoots Henry McElroy. 


THE MURDERER CAPTURED IN A SALOON 
SHORTLY AFTER THE TRAGEDY, 


The Men Quarreled on Thirteenth and 
Morgan Streets and Lopez Went Home, 
Secured His Rifle and Returning Killed 
His Enemy—The Finney Avenue 
Tragedy—Police News. 


Henry Loper, a negro waiter employed at 
the Hotel Moser, and Henry McElroy, 
also colored, employed at the factory 
of the Liggett & Meyer Tobacco Co., 
met for the first tim last night 
shortly after 8:30 o’clock in Charles H. Wil- 
liams’ grocery and saloon, northeast corner 
of Thirteenth and Morgan streets. Within 
fifteen minutes Loper had killed McElroy, 
An hour later and Capt. Joyce 
of the Third District Station, had Loper be- 
hind the bars, Sergt. Shoemaker having 
made the arrest. Loper get out 
to kill his man, and he did. 
After having a few words with McElroy, the 
waiter went home, gota Spencer repeating 
rifle, returned to the grocery and shot and 
instantly killed McElroy, whowas walking 
up and down in front of the store. 

The trouble appears to have arisen over 
Mrs. Loper. She entered Williams’ grocefy 
with her husband, and the lat- 
ter claims that Mongoo, who 
was in the store at the 
time, grabbed hold of Mrs. Loper and threw 
her rudely to one side. When Loper pro- 
tested McElroy called him a vile name, 
so the waiter alleges, and also 
drew asmall pistol. Loper says he told his 
wife to remain seated, and then he 
slipped out a side door, went to 
his home, No. 76 North Thirteenth 
street, his Spencer repeating 
rifle which contained six charges and then 
returned. He says that he asked McElroy 
if he was ready, and the lat 
ter who was standing on the sidewalk 
in front of the store, drew his 
pistol again and Loper says he then shot 
him. After firing the first shot, be fired an- 
other in the alr, Some people 
claim that he shot McElroy 
from behind. The ball entered the right side 
and came out on the left side, passing 
through the heart, and producing instant 
death. McElroy must have been facing his 
Slayer as the ball entered the front of 
his right side. After killing his 
man Loper entered the saloon in the rear 
of William’s grocery and wanted to buy 
drinks for the crowd. Leaving there, he 
proceeded to a saloon on Fourteenth 
street and Franklin avenue, threw his 
repeating rie down on the counter, an- 
nounced that he had killed a man, and again 
volunteered to buy drinks for all hands 
around, 

THE MURDERER ARRESTED. 

Instead of drinking with him, the men in 
the saloon fied. Three-quarters of an hour 
later Sergt. was told 
that Loper saloon 
in the grocery 
on the northeast corner of Thirteenth street 
and Lucas avenue, but would not be taken, he 
declared. Shoemaker hastened down there 
with his revolver drawn, saw Loper 
inside with the rifle, but before the latter 
knew what was up had a revolver to his 
head. Loper, rifle and all were taken 
to the Third District Station. 
The shooter was very much excited and de 
— that he did not regret his deed in the 
east. 

Loper’s wife, whocalied at the station after 
her husband’s arrest, denied that the quar- 
rel was about her. She said, however, 
that McElroy did jostie against her, but did 
not grab hold of her and throw her to one 
side. She heard her husband quarrel with 
McElroy but did not know what they were 
quarreling about, She did not see McElroy 
draw a pistol, but claimed she saw 
him pat his haud to i his hip 
pocket as it to draw a weapon. She also al- 
leges that she heard him call her husband a 
vile name and threaten to ‘‘fix’’ him. 
Mrs. Loper was very anxious to get 
her husband out of the scrape, but did not 
know what story he had told. 

McElroy’s body was taken to the 
Morgue. He was married, and his 
wife runs a lunch stand at 
High and Morgan streets. He had worked at 
Liggett & Myers’ factory for years and his 
slayer had been employed atthe Hotel Moser 
for seven years. The latter is a mulatto and 
has nochildred. He is 2% years old.

WENT INTOATRANOE 


Thé Remarkable Experience of Mrs. 
Frederick Hinzman. 


WHILE OUT FOR A WALK A STRANGE 
FATE OVERTOOK HER. 


Taken to the Police Station Because She 
Refused to Give Her Name to Men Who 
Followed Her—Sent to the City Dis- 
pensary She Sank Into a Cataleptic 
State. 


The readers of the Post-DispaTcon will ro- 
member that on Thursday evening last 
there appeared an account of the ar- 
rest and detention of a woman 
who was found wandering about North 
St. Louis, and who would not or could not 
give any account of himself, As the story 
went, a man named Overbeck notified Om - 
cer Hayern of the O’Fallon Park Station 
that the woman had been acting strangely 
and that, althougn he had followed her and 
tried to learn her name, she refused to say a 
word, 

It appeared to strike Officer Hayern as 
strange that a woman should refuse to talk 
to an inquisitive stranger who had 
followed her for a couple of miles after 
dark, and he demanded what she meant 
by it. The woman is represented as trying to 
run away, the officers frustrating the at- 
tempt and taking her to the Station House. 
There she refused toanswer any questionsand 
was transferred to the City Dispensary, at 
Eleventh and Market, and subsequently 
placed in the City Hospital, where she still 
remained mute. 

WHO SHE WAS. 

That was the story. Frederick Hinzmann, 
a German carrier, who lives at 709 Mound 
street, anxious because of the failure of his 
wife to return home on Wednesday night, 
consulted the morning papers and 
imagined that the woman was his wife. He 
found his surmise right and took her home. 
Last night a reporter for the Post-DIsPaTon 
called upon the Hinzmanns and found 
Mrs. Hinzmann reluctant to talk upon 
the subject. She became very indignant and 
somewhat hysterical when questioned, and 
only after a long time consented to tell any- 
thing about the occurreuce. 

She stated that she had walked out Broad- 
way in the cool of the evening, and being ac- 
customed to long excursions afoot, did not 
consider that she had covered a very 
considerable distance when she arrived 
at Baden. There she determined 
to take the car home, and 
stood upon the corner, waiting forthe train, 
when four rough looking men came along 
and accosted her. 

‘*Why should I answer them?’’ she asked in 
speaking of the occurrence last night. ‘‘lam 
a lady and if strange men bid me good even- 
ing and try to talk to me I look straight 
ahead and say nothing. 

She saw that the men kept passing and ro- 
passing her and that they tried to make her 
tell her name. To avoid them she concluded 
she would resume her walk and 
go in the. direction of home. The night 
was so pleasant, that she concluded she 
would not take the car after all. She 
insisted that it was not 11 o’clock when 
she started to walk home, and that it 
was but little past 9 o’clock, for vehicles 
and people in abundance weite on Broadway. 
She did not feed afraid of the men, for so 
many people were out that she knew she 
could claim protection. she was, how- 
ever, indignant. But one man persisted 
in following and addressing her, and she 
finally concluded that she would have to 
take the car. It was at this time when 
Officer Hayern spoke brusquely to her 
and demanded her name and a4 
dress. She says that she resented the 
officer’s interference and refused to answer, 
andthat the officer took her by thearm, 
Overbeck grabbing the otherarm, and that 
together they dragged her to the station. 
She was now, she says, thoroughly angry, and 
determined not to divulge her name and 
place of residence, because she knew that the 
fact that she had been arrested would be 
published and she did not pro- 
pose to have any such report 
get out. The sergeant at the 
station concluded that she was suffering 
from poison, and sent for the ambulance and 
had her transferred to the City Dispensary. 
Allthistime she was grieved, worried and 
frightened, and would do nothing but de- 
mand to be released. 

WENT INTO A TRANCE.

THE AMERICAN METHOD. 
The terms upon which the convict labor 
trouble has been adjusted, pending a call of 


the Legislature to reconsider the conv 
question, are creditable alike to the Gov- 
ernor of Tennessee and to the insurgent 
miners. 

His eyes have been opened to the evils of 
the leasing system, which he and other 
Tennesseeans of the middle and western 


‘sections of the State advocated to save the 


cost of a new penitentiary, and there is

hered firmly to his position that it is the 
duty of the miners to obey the law until it 
is repealed, and his duty to enforce obedi- 
ence to it. 

The miners, on their part, relying on the

lature immediately, and satisfied that pub- 
lic sentiment is now against the system, 
have shown their preference for lawful 
methods by promising that the employ- 
ment of the convicts at the mines shall pro- 
ceed unmolested until the called session of 
the Legislature shall have acted on the 
subject, and the conduct of the miners so 
far has been such as to satisfy the Governor 
and the public generally that this promise 
will be faithfully kept. 
What severer test of loyalty to their Gov- 
ernment, or what greater personal sacri- 
fice, should the Governor of a State extort 
from men driven to desperation by ill-ad- 
vised and injurious legislation? He might 
have refused to consider anything but their 
insurgent attitude and demanded uncondi- 
tional submission asthe only alternative 
to military coercion. But that is the Rus- 
sian method of governing subjects, not the 
American method of inducing self-govern- 
ing citizens to co-operate in restoring law 
and order in disturbed communities. 

In this country we recognize the fact 
that such an outbreak asthe one at Coal 
Creek may bethe natural and inevitable 
fruit of ill-considered legislation—an occa- 
sion for just redress of grievances rather 
than for the slaughter of aggrieved and 
misguided citizens. Such a bloodless vic- 
tory for law and order as Gov. BUCHANAN 
has won is more creditable to him and to 
all concerned than could have been any 
result of a battle between Tennesseeans 


over a doomed convict system.

MEN AND WOMEN. 


The appearance in a single number of a 
leading magazine of eight contributions 
from women is a pleasant reminder that 
women have almost won their credentials 
as companions of men. Woman, long 
looked upon as a mere mother, is display- 
ing talents which justify herin claiming 
honor as one-half of humanity. 

There never wasa time among civilized 
races when the mother was not held in 
honor, but the honor was paid for her ex- 
emplary conduct in presenting the world 
with a creditable man and preparing him 
for action. Having performed this duty 
she was put into poetry and anecdote, 
with which MACAULAY’s school boy is 
thoroughly familiar. That she could ever 
originate anything but a man is a late dis- 
covery. That she could originate an idea 
worthy of the respectful consideration of 
her son or her husband was a fancy too 
grotesque for entertainment. If she ever 
attempted todo so, it was set down to an 
unnatural and immodest masculinity. 
Good old Sam JOHNSON expressed the con- 
ventional opinion of the last century when 
he said thata woman might learn Greek 
but that it would be at the cost of her deli- 
cacy. 

Whatever woman may do there can be no 
doubt of what she can do. Dreams and 
hopes and aspirations—the raw material 
of art—are the common property of both 
sexes. That women are highly gifted 
with imagination is a matter of common 
knowledge and only opportunity is needed 
to enable them to companion and compete 
with men. If they have not produced 
great art work, as is often said, it is not 
surprising, but that they can is certain. 
Their activity and success in literature in- 
dicate a power-which, when it beomes 
fully conscious of itself, will be realized in 
work of the highest merit. The two sexes 
differ in all respects, but this is not to say 
that they are unequal.

CONVICT LABOR. 

The restriction of convict labor to the 
space within the walls of penitentiaries is 
not the only reform in our system of penal 
servitude that ought to follow the Tennes- 
see illustration of its inherent injustice 
and cruelty. 

In the old South, when a slave was 
executed for a capital crime half 
his appraised value as a_i chattel 
was paid to the master by the State. 
And because the State was unwilling to de- 
prive the master of the slave’s labor it 
punished the slave with only thirty-nine 
lashes on the bare back for offenses that 
doomed free white men to long 
terms in the penitentiary. Lawmak- 
ers recognized and carefully pro- 
tected the purchased property right of 
the slaveholder to the labor of his slave, 
but not the natural and unpurchased right 
ofan innocent woman and her helpless 
children to the labor of the husband. For 
his crime the law punished them by taking 
away their sole support without compen- 
sation, and thus often doomed families of 


imnocent children te lives of want and ' edly » 
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crime on the supposition that the preven- 
tion of crime and the salvation of society 
required such injustice and cruelty. 

Now, when there is no slave labor, ex- 
cept of conyicts, the law still punishes 
more of the innocent than of the guilty, 
black and white alike, by taking the labor 
of criminals from their families for long 
terms or for life without compensation. 

This radical wrong poisons the whole 
system built upon it, and is involved in 


nvict Al Our conviet labor troubles and prob- 


lems. The only remedy for those troubles, 
the only solution of those problems, must 
be sought in a reformed system of penai 
servitude, based on fair compensations 
from the beginning to the end, and carried 
out at the public expense, with a more 
careful regard for the rights of all the in- 
nocent sufferers from the present system.

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FARMER COMBINATIONS. 

The farmer able to hold his wheat when 
there is a prospect for higher prices invari- 
ably holds it, and not infrequently he holds 
it until the weevil makes it a dead loss to 
him. An Alliance circular that does not 
assure him of higher prices will not make 
him hold wheat a day longer, nor can any 
circular affect the conduct of that great 
majority of wheat-growers whose debts or 
other pressing needs compel them to sell 
their wheat as soon as they can market it. 
Most of their wheat is engaged or mort- 
gaged before it is threshed, as most of 
the cotton is before it is picked, and 
not even the proposed sub-treasury and 
Government warehouse scheme for secur- 
ing advances on stored crops would help 
the majority of producers to hold for 
higher prices. 

There need be no fear of a farmers’ trust 
or combination able to dictate the price of 
wheat or cotton to speculators or consum- 
ers. Even combinatious of millers, ele- 
vator men and wheat speculators, strong 
enough to put the price of wheat up or 
down while they load up at a low price 
and unload at great profit, are 
liable to be wrecked by panies 
shaking the confidence of  mem- 
bers in each other or in the market, and a 
combination of farmers able to dictate the 
price of wheat is as impossible as a combi- 
nation of school boys able to make every 
day a holiday. 

About all that can come of the Alliance 
movement to form a farmers’ wheat-hold- 
ing combination is success in marking up 
the expectations of those farmers who are 
able to hold. Success in convincing them 
that wheat is going to be worth 
$1.50 or §2 a bushel may prevent a good 
many of them from selling at the highest 
attainable price, and may help shrewd 
wheat speculators, loaded up with the 
wheat oi other farmers unable to hold, to 
run wheat cornersand realize big profits; 
but it cannot help the great mass of those 
who will be compelled to let wheat go at 
prices regulated by the export demand.

Jackson, Miss., July 2%.—The senatorial 
fight between Senator Georgeand E. Barks- 
dale, the sub-Treasury candidate, wages 
hotter daily. The action of the State Demo- 
eratic convention on the ith in 
declaring the sub-Treasury scheme 
undemocratic has been generally ac- 
cepted by conservative Alliance men who 
are good Democrats. The ultra wing of the 
order is ‘‘hot in the collar“ and are resolv- 
ing vigorously against the Convention’s 
action. It is believed that the sub-Treasury 
leaders have sent out orders to have such 
resolutions passed whenever possible. The 
friends of ex-Congressman Money who wit- 
Messed the altercation between himself and 
Maj. Barksdale at Oxford onthe 0th , are 
highly indignant at the account of the affair 
as published tn Barksdale’s local organ here 
and telegraphed by the Associated Press. 
They give their version of it to-day. It 18 
denied that Money was struck by Barksdale, 
the statement being that be threw his note- 
book and papers at him after Money had de- 
nounced him as a liar and a scoundrel, 

One new feature of this extraordinary 
campaign isthat in almost every county the 
Democratic voters are expressing thelr 
choice at the ballot-box directly for United 
States Senators. Of the sixty members of the 
Legislature nominated to date 31 are for 
George, 9 for Barksdale and 2 doubtful. 

While Senator Walthall declined to stand 
for re-election, he also has incurred the op- 
position of the Sub-Treasury people, and 
there is about the same opposition to him 
that there is to George. He will receive 
practically the same vote as George, and the 
return of both of them now appears certain. 
The Sub-Treasury people assert that their 
fight will cease after the Democratic prim- 
aries, and that ifthey lose they will abide 
the result. In two counties, however, they 
have set up Sub- Treasury tickets In opposi- 
tion to the regular Democracy.

MOONSHINERS CAPTURED. 

LATTLE Rock, Ark., July %.—For a number 
of years Iseard and Wone counties have been 
infested with illicit distillers, a greater por- 
tion of the products of the moonshiners 
being handied at Batesville. In the hope 
of breaking up the business in these 
counties, the Government has kept a close 
watch on individuals suspected of dealing in 
the liquor at this point. Deputy United 
States Marshal Faulkinburg went to Bates- 
ville Wednesday, and on Friday night suc- 
ceeded in capturing Seth Gibson and 
Sam Truesdale, whom he brought 

this city this morning. They were 

mined by the United States 
Commissioner, and being unable to give a 
bond for $1,000 were piaced in the penitentia- 
ry to await examination by the Grand-jury. 
The detectives believe that sufficient evi- 
dence nas been obtained from the two men 
to locate and capture all the moonshiners in 
these two counties.

KNOKVILLE, Tenn., July 25.—Gov. Buchanan 
went to Coal Creek this morning and took 
pack to the mines the convicts who had been 
sent away. A number of citizens of this 
place accompanied the party to Coal 
Oreek. On their arrival at the depot there 
was a crowd of probably 200 assembled 
who looked upon the convicts in silence. 
The trainwas in waiting and the convicts 
were putaboard andrun upto the mines. 
One hundred and twenty convicts were put 
oft at the mines of the Knoxville Iron Co., 
one and a-half miles above the depot. The 
miners looked on in silence. The 
train was then run up to the 
mines of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co., 
where six convicts were put off and placed in 
the stockade. No hostile demonstration 
was made and the belief is 
that the convicts will not be dis- 
turbed until the Legislature can have 
an opportunity to act. The gossip 
among miners, however, is that the con- 
victs shall not remain in the valley, if the 
Legislature refuses to rescind the convict 
lease system. This point, they say, they are 
determined on. In this connection 
it may be stated that it is 
extremely doubtful if the Legislature 
will repeal the law. Some of the lawyers 
here say that the law cannot be rescinded. If

AT CHATTANOOGA. 


RETURN OF THE MILITIA—NO FAVORABLE LEG- 
ISLATION EXPECTED. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 2%.—Twelve 
companies of State guards, all the force Ten- 
nessee can muster, except the Knoxville 
Rifles, who were already at home. 
reached the city at 6 o’clock this 
evening. They were scheduled to arrive at 1 
o’clock, but a wreck at Ooltewah detained 
them several hours, the track being blocked. 
The programme had been for the officers of 
the first, second, and thrird regiments, 
ail being. represented, to hold a 
military congress on Lookout Mountain, pre- 
paratory to a formal one in a few weeks, 
to formulate requests on the Legisia- 
ture for the passage of such a law 
as the present emergency has shown 
imperative, but the meeting could not be 
held. They feel welland jolly, but the older 
and better among them are unanim 
ous in the belief that within sixty days the 
same sort of trouble that called them out will 
arise again and the miners will remove the 
convicts from Briceville. 

HAYSEED LEGISLATORS.

with comfortable stockades

action on the lease. The miners are evidently 
of the opinion that the Legislature will re- 
cing the lease, which has five years to run, 
but they may be mistaken. There are many 
things to considered before 
this can be accomplished, if at 
all, in the first place, legislators 
of Middle and West Tennessee are generally 
farmers or represent farmers. This class of 
citizens have always heretofore held 
that the convicts could be worked 
in the mines with less detriment and compe- 
tition to free labor than anywhere else. It is 
known that this class has been opposed 
to working them on public roads, on 
the grounds that it could not be done except 
at great expense. Then, too, the legal 
question of rescinding the lease is one 
of much difficulty, and it may be 
that even if the Legisiature passed a resolu- 
tion to so do, the Supreme Court could declare 
it null and void. Two things are certam. If 
the Legislature fals to provide for 
the removal of the convicts from the 
mines the miners will remove them, 
and they will be turned loose 
next time. The other certain thing is that so 
long as the lawison the statute book Gov. 
Buchanan will enfore it. This then 
means more strife if the 
convicts are not removed and it means 
bloodshed. If the Legislature refuses to ro- 
move them it can be taken 
for granted that it will clothe the 
Governor with all power necessary to protect 
them, Then the militia can be used by him 
and there will de so much trouble it can 
with safety he predicted that the question 
would be of national interest if 
not importance. The miners concede they 
have made an unconditional surrender, but 
say they are as determined as ever that con- 
victs shall not be worked in the mines.

Somebody Is Holding Up the Jefferson 
Avenue Bill. 


A MUCH-NEEDED AND DEMANDED 
STREET CAR IMPROVEMENT. 


——————————— 


For Months the Proposed Ordinance Has 
Been in the Committee Box- Provisions 
Which Nobody Wants but Are In- 
sisted On—Fate of a Pro Bono Publico 
Bill at the City Hall. 


For many months the people of the north- 
western and southwestern parts of the city 
have been working to secure better trans- 
portation facilities along Jefferson avenue. 
They have not yet succeeded, and why seems 
to be a mystery. 
Just ten years ago the Municipal Assembly 
granted a franchise to the Jefferson Avenue 
Rallroad Co. to construct and operate a street 
car line along Jefferson avenue from Geyer 
on the south to Palm street, then called Davis 
street, or to Barrett street on the north, 
from which point the line was to run to the 
Fair Grounds. Two ordinances were passed, 
the first one fixing the southern terminus at 
Arsenal street, but the incorporators refused 
to build under that ordinance, and another 
was passed, changing the southern terminus 
to Geyer avenue, the first street south 
of Lafayette avenue, and the Union Depot 
Ralircad Co. was then granted the use 
of Jefferson avenue for a double line between 
Geyer avenue and Sidney street. 

TROUBLE AT THE NORTH END. 

Atthe north end Jefferson avenue, north 
of St. Louis avenue, existed only on the 
maps, and the company Wastobe given the 
choice of routes from the intersection of 
Davis (now Palm) streetand Jefferson ave- 
nue to the Fair Grounds. The road could be 
extended northto Barrett street and then 
west tothe old main entrance tothe Fair 
Grounds, near the Fair Grounds Police Sta- 
tion, or it could be bullt west on Davis street 
and Lee avenue (also changed to Palm street 
now) to Grand avenue and then north one 
block to the present terminus of the Mound 
City line at the southeast corner of the Fair 
Grounds. It was expected that the city would 
soon open and improve the un- 
im proved of these streets 
necessary for the completion of the 
street car line, and a clause was inserted in 
the ordinance requiring the company to com- 
plete the une within twelve months after 
said streets had been graded, curbed and 
macadamized. Until the completion of the 
line to the Fair Grounds, the Jefferson 
Avenue Rallroad Co. was to reach the Fair 
Grounds by means of the Mound City com- 
pany’s tracks from Jefferson and St. Louis 
avenues under the general ordinance per 
mitting one street car company to use an- 
other’s tracks upon payment of a just com- 
pensation to be fixed by arbitrators as pre- 
scribed in the ordinance. 

HALCYON bars FOR A TIME. 

The ordinance was passed and the road 
built and opened up for travel within twelve 
months of the approval of the ordinance, 
with the exception of the north end, between 
St. Louis avenue and the Fair Grounds, and 
for this distance the cars were run over the 
Mound City line. In the days of siow mules 
and dirty bob-tall cars these accommodations 
were satisfactory to the public, and no com- 
plaint was heard until the company com- 
menced dumping its north-bound passengers 
off at the St. Louis avenue stables and com- 
pelling them to walk to the Fair 
Grounds or Base Ball Park, or pay 
another fare for the privilege of riding in the 
Mound City cars. During fair week and on 
Sundays and occasionally on other days the 
Jefferson avenue cars would be continued on 
to the Fair Grounds, but these were ex- 
ceptional days. The rule was to extort a 
double fare from every patron of the Jeffer- 
son avenue line. 

A REMARKABLE DISCOVERY. 

About this time the discovery was made 
that Mr. John Scullin, the street car magnate 
who ran the Union Depot Line and the Mound 
City Line, also managed the Jefferson avenue 
line, and that explained why the double 
charge was made at the north end and also 
why the Union Depot Co. instead of the Jef- 
ferson Avenue Co. had bullt the road on 
Jefferson avenue south of Geyer ave- 
nue to the Gravois road. When the 
good City Fathers granted the first 
franchise to the Jefferson Avenue Co. 
they supposed in the innocence of their 
hearts that they were giving to the people in 
the southern portion of the city, as far south 
as Benton Park, the privilege and the means 
of reaching the Fair Grounds for a single 
fare, and now, less than three years later, 
three fares were being charged for the ride, 
and even four fares to people living south of 
Benton Park, namely one by the South St. 
Louls Street Car Line, one by the Union Depot 
Line, a third by the Jefferson Avenue Line 
and a fourth by the Mound City Line. And 
this is the situation to-day. 

THE VANDEVENTER AVENUE LINE. 

The people south of the railroad tracks in 
Mill Creek Valley have no other route to the 
Fair Grounds as direct as the Jefferson ave- 
nue line, as the only other cross road is on 
Vandeventer, more than a mile further west, 
and extends south only as far as the Manches 
ter road, not coming within five blocks 
of Chouteau avenue. Some relief will be 
afforded them by the completion of the Van- 
deventer avenue line to Chouteau avenue 
and the connéction of that line with the 
Chouteau avenue branch of the Lindell Ran- 
way Co.’s line, if passengers are carried on 
beth roads for a sir gle fare, as Mr. Geo. D. 
Capen says shall be done, but the new serv- 
ice will benefit only a small por- 
tion of the whole number of peo- 
ple who use the Jefferson avenue

New Yorx«, July 25.—Another athletic club 
has gone to the wall, and what promised to 
be one of the most interesting glove contest 
of the year was prevented, all through the 
vigorous protests of St. Paul citizens.

What a curious fellow this Mitchell is! He 
waited a good while for a chance to ‘‘do’’ 
Slavin. An opportunity came. Slavin was 
almost helpless as a result of too much wine. 
Mitchell, taking advantage of the gladiator’s

Isn’tit strange then that Corbett doesn’t 
fight Jackson again? 

Austin Gibbons isa handsome young man 
and a clever boxer. He could win many 
friends if he took the management of his 
affairs in his own hands and had less to say. 
His big brother has made him unpopular 
among well posted followers of ring affairs. 
Gibbons exhibited alarming symptoms of 
swelled head. He has no reason to believe 
himself a champion. His claims are laughed 
at by sporting men. He never whipped any- 
one Dut Mike Cushing and this man Verrall 
and Tommy Kelly of Harlem would have 
whipped Cushing the night the latter 
fought Gibbons in Hoboken. When 
they met near Providence Gibbons was at 
least ten pounds the heavier. He was so sur- 
prised when he knocked Cushing out that he 
offered to give $50 to the beaten man. This 
was unsolicted. Whenthe usual collection 
for the loser had been taken up Gibbons de- 
<lined to make good hig offer. His brother 
Jim said that Jack Adler owed him $25, and 
he turned this debt over to Cushing in lieu of 
the $50 which Austin had promised Mike. 
There was no reason aside from pure sympa- 
thy why Gibbons should have offered Cush- 
ing $50. They fought for $1,000 aside, and 
Gibbons had some trouble in raising his stake 
money. 

Finaily he persuaded Dick Roche to back 
him. Mr. Roche gave Gibbons $700 of the 
stakes, and out of this sum he had to pay his 
expenses, which must have amounted to $250. 
If he had made good his promise to Cush- 
ing ne would have cleared just $100 by 
the fight. He could scarcely afford to give 
$50 out of his winnings. Gibbons fought 
under false colors in England. His claim to 
the light-weight championship might have 
been accepted by Englishmen, but 
on this side of the water sporting men 
only admired Gibbons’ remarkable nerve in 
claiming the title.

$500. A committee is now at work securing 
special rates from all the railroad lines and 
is in hopes of securing a rate of one fare for the 
round trip. No city in Missouri has better 
facilities for entertaining a large crowd, and 
the attendance will be the largest 
ever known. Until a few weeks ago 
Louisiana boasted but few cyclists, but they 
are now found there by the score. Local 
Consul A. J. Gregory will have charge of the 
arrangements, and will be assisted by a cit}- 
zens’ committee, headed bythe genial Dr. 
Birkhead. A circular letter has been sent 
out tothe wheelmen of neighboring towns in 
Illinois and all have promised large delega- 
tions. The track at Louisiana is a half-mile 
oval and has been recentiy highly improved. 
It now ranks second to none and is said to be 
very fast. It will be rolled and placed in the 
best possible condition for e races. 
The cyclists of this city will arrive at 
Louisiana shortly before midnight Aug. 
28, and will be met by a reception 
committee and escorted to their hotels. On 
Saturday Morning the parade will be held. 
which will cover the principal business 
streets. The wheelmen will then be grouped 
on the pinnacle to be photographed and at 
lla. m. the business meeting of the division 
will be held at the Opera-house. The races 
will fill in the afternoon and at night there 
will be a banquet atthe Palmer House or a 
steamboat excursion on the river. Promptly 
at 8a. m. the century run will be 
started and the course will be 
so laid out that no portion of the roads will 
be gone over but once.

He Gives Some Valuable Hints to the Boy 
Readers of the“ Sunday Post-Dispatch.

Every boy should learn to box. It is the

There are many other points about boxing 
o many. indeed, that it would take a good- 
sized volume to tell you about them all. But 
a knowledge of parrying, ducking, upper-cut- 
ting, stepping out of distance to evade a 
blow, and the thousand and one other things 
will all come afterwards. 

The idea that boxing is a terrible thing has 
long since been abandoned. Boxing is not 
fighting, and the more a man or boy knows 
about the former the more he will avoid the 
latter. It is better for boys than all the med- 
icine they can absorb. Although my state- 
ments about the benefits that are to be de- 
rived from boxing may seem tobe exag- 
gerated—well, boys, just try it, and I think 
that you will agree with me in every particu- 
lar.

It was called for the 
purpose of considering the situation as af- 
fected by the Chicago & Alton’s attitude in 
regard to Grand Army rates, but the most 
that was done to meet the action of that road 
in extending the limits of the tickets to con- 
form with those of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation.

Arumor got abroad in the meeting to the 
effect that the Chicago & Aiton had decided 
to further reduce the round trip rate between 
Kansas City and Chicago to 8 on account of 
the Grand Army meeting at Detroit. This 
caused so much consternation that the meet- 
ing adjourned without further action. 
Officials of the Alton say the rumor was en- 
tirely without foundation, as they have no 
intention of making rates lower than those of 
their competitors. 


PRESIDENTS VAN HORNE AND DEPEW. 


SPECULATION AS TO THE OBJECT OF THEIR 
VISIT TO LONDON. 


ToROKXTO, Ontario, July B.—A special cable 
dispatch to the Globe from London says: 
The sudden arrival of President Van Horne 
of the Canadian Pacific Railroad Co. in Lon- 
don, coupled with the fact that Chauncey M. 
Depew is also here, attracts attention in city 
circles. An official statement made in reply 
to inquiries is that Mr. Van Horne is only here 
for a few days on strictly private business; 
but the statement meets with little accep- 
tance. The belief in many quarters is that 
the result of his visit will probably be seen in 
large financial operations. 

Sir Henry Tyler, who sails on Monday next, 
will spend two months in Candada visiting 
the chief points on the Grand Trunk system. 
The chief object of his visit, it is understood, 
will be to promote better rates. 


NEGOTIATING FOR THE O. & M. 

CINCINNATI, O., JULY 2%.—Notwithstanding 
the declarations of Baltimore & Ohio officials 
to the contrary, the belief is very strong in 
this city that President Mayer has gone to 
London to negotiate with the English 
owners of the Ohio & Mississippi 
for the purchase or lease of 
the latter property. The 0. & N. 
is a very desirable outlet to St. Louis from the 
B.&0. The B. & O., S. W., had an option on 
the O. & M. at one time, but for some reason 
allowed it to slip by. The O0. & M. is 
the most direct line between this 
city and St. Louis, and with its 
Louisville and Springfleld branches has a 
total of 600 miles of road. 

It is believed thatif the B. & O. secured 
control of the property it would Dring about 
a restoration of rates in thisterritory. The 
local officials of the O & M. say they do not 
know anything of the reported negotiations, 
but admit that such an arrangement would 
greatly benefit both roads. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC AND GRAND TRUNK STOCKS. 

MONTREAL, July 25.—A cable dispatch from 
London to the Star says: Canadian Pacific 
and Grand Trunk stocks are buoyant on ac- 
count of the rumored objects of the visit to 
this city of Messrs. Van Horne and Depew. 
It is now believed that an actual fusion of the 
two roads is practical, although it is gen- 
erally thought a friendly traffic arrangement 
will be arrived at provided that the Grand 
Trunk adopts a pacific attitude toward 
the Canadian Pacific.

New Yoru, July %.—The Suggestion made 
by the New York WORLD that a grand inter- 
national horse race be arranged between 
England, Austrailia and America, with a 
chance for entries from other countries, has 
been discussed from one end of the country 
to the other, By turfmen everywhere the 
proposition has been most enthusiastically 
received, and there is now no question in the 
minds of practical racing men, breeders and 
trainers that every — thus far made 
to the race could be satisfactorily answered. 

„There is mo question in my mind that 
English horses will come over,“ said Mr. 
Laird, the well-known English turfman, who 
has been visiting here for several months, 
‘if your associations offer the stake the 
WORLD suggests. Ican count myself on half 
a dozen good horses that are almost sure to 
come. Why shouldn't they come?“ 

It has been contended that it would take 
your horses months to be brought into con- 
dition after they came over.’’ 

That is all nonsense. If you brought a 
horse over from the other side trained fine 
and keyed up toa race, of course the trip 
would knock him out, But that need not be 
done. The horse can get his training on this 
side. American horses were taken over to 
England and ran good races there without 
months of special preparation. Why can’t 
English horses do the same? 

It has also been objected that Englishmen 
could not be induced to come over on account 
of our hard tracks, which would injure the 
feet of their horses.’’ 

don't think that would stop them for a 
moment. It is true your horses here have 
better feet than ours, but if interest in the 
race was aroused in England no one would 
think about the horses’ feet.’’ 

Mr. Laird discussed at some length the 
various differences between racing in England 
and America. He said that the same reforms 
thatare being agitated in this country are 
being demanded by race-goers across the 
water. The tendency there is almost en- 
tirely to short races, dashes of five and six 
furlongs. 

It is with an effort that the Derby is kept 
up., said Mr. Laird, and you notice a con- 
stant degeneracy in quality and quantity of 
entries. In ten years there will be no English 
Derby ifthe distance is not shortened. I 
think, in view ofthis tendency on the other 
side, that the distance of the proposed race 
should not be more than a mile and quarter. 
I doubt if you could get many English owners 
to accept a longer journey.’’ 

It has been ngariy a decade now since En- 
glishand American horses have met, and 
there is no question that there has been vast 
improvement in breeding and training since 
then in this country. We have strengthened 
our native strains of blood with importations 
from Australia, from France and from En- 
gland. The entire system of training horses 
has been revolutionized, anda more intelli- 
gent school of jockeys has grown up. It is 
the opinion of men whose opinions are ent 
tled to respeet that our horses are to-day bet- 
ter than they evef were, 

MICHAEL DWYER'S OPINION. 

Mr. Michael Dwyer, whose views certainly 
carry weight, said the other night, while dis- 
cussing thig subject: ‘*Our horses are better 
than they Were. Longstreet is better than 
either Hindoo or Luke Blackburn. Our 2- 
year-olds are better, His Highness, Victory 
and colts of that stamp are superior to the 2- 
year-olds of ten years ago. I don’t de 
lieve we ever had a grander mare than 
Miss Woodford, but with that exception I 
think to-day our horses surpass the horses of 
a decade ago.

UNDER FIRM RULE. 


PEACE, AS WELL AS BIPPOLYTE, REIGNS IN 
HAYTI. 


The Governmént Prepared to Put Down 
Revolutionary Outbreaks. 


SATISFACTORY ADJUSTMENT OF THE 
RIGAUD AND PIERSONS CLAIMS. 


Disarming the National Guard—Predic- 
tions of Future Serious Trouble Not 
Credited—French Influence Operating 
Against American Interests—The Plots 
of the Refugees at Kingston—Hayti and 
the World’s Fair. 


From a Staff Correspondent, via New York, July 25. 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, July 16.—Peace, as well as 
Hippolyte, reigns in Hayti, and from present 
indications neither is likely to be soon dis- 
turbed by trouble of importance. Last week 
the Port-au-Prince gossips, witha grave and 
mysterious look, whispered that another out- 
break, similarto that of May 28 last, was to 
take place on July 18, but the predicted fatal 
day passed without any more alarming oc- 
currence than the booming of British and 
Haytian cannon in a friendly way only, as 
the English man-of-war Pylades entered the 
harbor and saluted the Haytian flag, after 
which one of the shore batteries returned 
the compliment to England’s banner. 

It is announced to-day that the Rigaud claim 
of 100,000 francs indemnity, presented by the 
French Government, has been settled by the 
Haytian Government paying 80,000 francs. 
The question of Rigaud’s nationalty will, it 
is said, be argued and definitely settled later. 
It is not denied by interested persons here 
that Rigaud’s family will recéive no part. of 
this money and that it will all go to business 
houses to whom Rigaud was indebted. Fur- 
ther examinations of his accounts show that 
the dead man’s assets are even less than had 
at first been believed.

THE HAYTIAN REFUGEES. 

Indefinite rumors reach here quite often 
about the doings of the Haytian refugees now 
in Kingston, who are constantly plotting to 
overthrow the present government of this 
country, but there is no positive proof that 
they have yet decided to make an important 
move at any specified time, The government 
now ih power in Hayti is too well organized 
and thoroughly on its guard, besides having 
plenty of money, to be taken by surprise and 
overthrown without a most desperate 
struggle, in which the lives of 
hundreds of men will de lost. The 
decided action taken by the Government on 
May 28 has forcibly demonstrated that it 18s a 
business“ body, which does not propose to 
stand the least nonsense from those who 
envy its positionand success. If Manigat, 
Legitime, Prophete or Piquante, not to men- 
tion threeor fourof the smaller fry, all of 
whom want to become President of Hayti, 
take forcible steps to eject Hippolyte, they 
will not fail to discover that they have been 
inafight before the trouble is ended. All 
persons with whom have spoken on the 
subject agree thatif Manigatever becomes 
President of Hayti, he will be the worst 
tyrant this country has everseen. Born of 
black parents and black in color, he belongs 
to that class designated as the blacks, 
in contradistinction to the ‘‘yellow’’ people 
or those of mixed blood. Between the two 
breeds the greatest enmity exists, and it is 
freely admitted that if Manigat, who isa

A few 
days ago the present goverment paid 
him $10,000 on account, leaving a balance of 
$21,000, of which $8,000 will be paid in a short 
ime and the remaining $13,000 soon after- 
ward. 

THE NATIONAL GUARD. — 

By order ot the government that portion of 
the National Guard which has its head- 
quarters at Port-au-Prince, was disarmed 
on July 5. 

This was not such a portentious matter as 
might be imagined. The National Guard of 
Hayti being a decidedly different body from 
thatof the United States, as may easily 
be imagined, discipline and organization 
are almost entirely absent. The guard has 
not the semblance of an armory, and the 
Government, wishing to have the arms of the 
Organization gathered in some central and 
convenient place, as is the case in the cities 
of the United States, instead of their being 
Scattered indiscriminately over the city, 
stored them in the Arsenal. Those who are 
not especially friendly to the Government 
took the opportunity to spread the report 
that the loyalty of the guard was suspected, 
and for this reason it was disarmed. This 
story is generally discredited. The city is 
quiet and peaceful at present, and the heavy 
force of regular troops constantly on guard 
is sufficient to preserve order. Should an- 
uther outbreak against the Government be 
made, the National Guard will be given arms 
and the members will resume duty. 

FRENCH INTRIGUE.

Thomas, Port-au-Prince and Kingston. She 
arrived here July 10 from St. Thomas, where 
small-pox exists, and, having communicated 
with the shore at that point, was not ac- 
corded the slightest shore communication 
here. Neither the mails nor fourteen passen- 
gers destined for Port-au-Prince were allowed 
to land, nor were outward bound mails 
placed in the ship. She was ordered out of 
the harbor within two hours after her ar- 
rival and sailed for Kingston. The Port-au- 
Prince authorities are well justified in im- 
posing strict quarantine regulations, for the 
city has suffered frightfully from disease in 
the past. In 1881 over 5,000 people died of 
small-pox in_ Port-au-Prince alone, while 
40,000 died of the same disease in the island 
during the year. 4 

Ex- Minister of Finance and also of Foreign 
Affairs Firmin, who retired from the Cabi- 
net about two weeks ago, leaves Port-au- 
Prince to-day for France, by way of New 
York, to be absent for several months. Mr. 
Firmin is a very intelligent man, a represen- 
tative Haytian and well informed about the 
affairs of his country.

Fashion has brought us again this pretty 
and romantic pastime, which has ‘illed the 
early ballads with many a picturesque figure 

Now on many a lawn may be seen the target 
and the group in Lincoln green. Indeed, it 
looks as if archery were to prove avery for- 
midable antagonist to lawn tenis. 

The requirements of archery are these: 
First, a bow; secondly, arrows; thirdly, a 
quiver, pouch and belt; fourthly, a grease 
pot, an arm guard or brace,a shooting glove, 

‘a target and a scoring card. 

The bow isthe most important article in 
archery, and also the most expensive. It is 
usually from five to six feet in length, made 
ofa sfmple piece of yew or of lance-wool 
and hickory glued together back to back. 
The former is best for gentlemen, the latter 
for ladies, as it is better adapted for the 
short sharp pullofthe feminine arm. The 
wood is gradually tapered, andat each end 
‘is a tip of horn, the one from the upper end 
being longer than the other or lower end. 
The strength of bows'is marked in pounds, 
varying from twenty-five to forty pounds in 
strength for ladies, for gentlemen from 
fifty toeighty pounds. One side of the bow 
is fat, called the back, the other called the 
belly is rounded. Nearly in the middie, 
where the hand should take hold it is lapped 
round with velvet, and that part is called the 
handle. In each of the tips of the horns is a 
noten for the strings, called the nock. 

Arrows are differently shaped by various 
makers, some being of uniform thickness 
throughout, while others are protuberant in 
the middle, some again dre larger at the 
point than at the feather end. They are 
generally made of white deal with joints 
Of iron or brass riveted on, but generally 
having a piece of heavy wood spliced on the 
deal between it and the point, by which their 
flight is improved. At the other enda 
piece of horn is inserted, in which isa 
motch for the string. They are armed 
with three feathers glued on, one of 
which isa different color from the others, 
and is intended to mark the proper position 
of the arrow when placed on the string, this 
one always pointing from the bow. These 
feathers, properly applied, give a rotary mo- 
tion to the arrow, which causes its fight to 
be straight. They are generally from ‘the 
wing of the turkey or the goose. The length 
and weight of the arrows vary, the latter in 
England being marked in sterling silver coin 
and stamped in the arrow im plain figures. It 
is usual to paint a crest or monogram or dis- 
tincuishing rings on the arrow just between 
the feathers, by which they may be known in 
shooting at the target. 

The quiver is merely a tin case painted 
green, intended for the security of the 
prrows when not in use. The pouch and beit 
are worn round the waist, the latter con- 
taining those arrows 
being shot. A pot to hold grease for touch- 
ing the glove and string and a tassel to wipe 
tiearrows are hung atthe belt. The arm is 
protected from the Diow of the string by the 
brace, a broad guard of strong leather 
buckled on by two straps. A shooting glove 
also of thin tubes of leather is attached to 
the wrist by three flat pieces ending ina 
Circular strap buckied around it. 

This glove prevents the soreness of the 
fingers which soon comes on after using the 
bow without it. 

Before using the bow hold it in a perpen- 
dicular direction,with the string toward you, 
and see if the line of the string cuts the mid- 
dle of the bow. If not, shift the eye and 
noose of the string to either side so as to 
make the two lines coincide. This precaution 
prevents avery common cause of defective 
shooting, which is the result of an uneven 
string throwing the arrow on one side. After 
using it unstring it, and at a large shooting 
party unloose your bow after every round. 
Some bows get bent into very unmanageable 
shapes. 

In selecting your bow be careful that it is 
not too strong for your power, and that you 
tan draw the arrow to its head without any 
trembling of the hand. If this cannot be 
Gone afteralittie practice the bow should be 
changed fora weaker one. For no arrow 
will go true if itis discharged by a trembling 
hand. 

The body should be at right angles with the 
target, but the face must be turned over the 
left shoulder, s as to be opposed to it. The 
feet must be flat on the ground, with the 
wheels a little apart, the left foot turned 
toward the mark the head and chest inclined 
a little forward so as to present a full bust, 
but not bent at all below the waist. Draw 
the arrow tothe full length ofthe arm till 
the hand touches the shoulder,then take aim. 
The loosing should be quick andthe string 
must leave the fingers smartly and steadily. 
The bow head must be as firm as a vise, no 
trembling allowed. 

The rules of an archery club are usually 
these: That a Lady Paramount’’ be an- 
nually elected,. that there be a President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, that all members 
intending to shoot shall appear in uniform 
of the club, that a fine shail be imposed for 
non-attendance. 

That there shall be four prizes for each 
meeting, two for each sex, the first for mem 
bers, the second for hits, and that no per- 
son shall be allowed to have both on the 
same day. Acertainsumof money is voted 
to the Lady Paramount for prizes for each 
meeting. 

That in case of a tie for hits, numbers 
shall decide, and in acase ofatie for mem. 
bers, hits shall decide. 
the Lady Paramount shall be final. 

That there shall be a challenge prize of 
value and thata commemorative ornament 


be presented to winners of the challenge 


ze. 

That the distance for shooting be sixty or 
one hundred yards and that five feet targets 
be used. 

The dress or uniform of the club should be 
decided by the Lady Paramount. 

We must not judge of the merits of ancient 
bowmen from the practice of archery in the 
present day. There are no such distances 
now assigned for the marks as we find men- 
‘tioned in old histories or poetical legends, 
nor such precisioneven at short lengths in 
the direction of the arrow. Few, if any, 
modern archers in long shooting reach 400 
yards, or in shooting at a mark 
efceed 9 or 100. But archery has 
been since the invention of gun 
powder only followed as a pastime. It is de- 
cidedly the most graceful game that can be 
practiced, and the legends of Sherwood 
forest, Maid Marion, Little John and Jim 
Tuck, and the Abbot, carry us back into the 
fragrant heart of the forest, and bring back 
memories which are agreeable to ali people 
who have in them one drop of Saxon blood. 

The usual dress is the Lincoln green of 
Robin Hood, and his many men, and at Au- 
burn, in New York, they havea famous club 
and shooting ground, over the gate of which 
is painted this motto:

“WOMEN PHYSICIANS. 


EQUAL MASCULINE MEDICAL EXPBR 
BUT GET NO PRIVILEGES.

Interviews With Drs. Mary Putnam 
Jacobi and Julia G. McNutt-Not a 


Lady Physician on the Staff of Any 
of the Hospitals of New York. 

New York, July . -The recent concession 
of $100,000 obtained from the Johns Hopkins 
University by the united efforts of Miss Gar- 
rett of Baltimore and Miss Hovey of Boston 
for the purpose of securing hospital practice 
for women physicians, has again revived the 
question whether New York will open the 
doors ef its various hospitals to ladies pur- 
suing the study of medicine and admit. them 
on thelr respective staffs. In determining 
the question the promptings of justice and 
human feelings are paramount, as will ap- 
pear in the following interviews with leading 
women physicians who were asked by the 
writer, ‘‘What are the greatest hindrances 
to women who have chosen medicine as @ 
profession?’’ 

A CRYING SHAMB,’’ SAYS DR. MARY JACOBI. 

The greatest trial to be met with by 
women in the medical profession is the dim- 
culty of securing hospital practice,’’ said Dr. 
Mary Putnam Jacobi, ‘‘Nolady physician is 
admitted on the staffof any of the New York 
hospitals, although probably half of the pa- 
tients are women, and from the nature of 
their diseases require the aid of a member of 
their own sex. It is true that we have a hos- 
pital of our own, managed by and intended 
for women exclusively, but there is such a de- 
mand upon our slender accommodations that 
we cannot half meet the public needs, 80 in- 
sufficient are our quarters. In 1874 Mount 
Sinai Hospital established a precedent by ap- 
pointing a female doctor as resident physi- 
clan, but after the expiration of her term she 
was succeeded by a member of the opposite 
sex. There are at present two lady physi- 
cians on Blackwell’s and Hart’s Islands, but 
neither of them are members of, 
the house of visiting staffs. They 
passed creditable examinations in medicine 
and surgery, have been very successful in 
the practice of their professions, and 
for the life of me I cannot see why 
they are not members of the staff of some af 
these medical institutions. It is a crying 
shame that in the women’s hospital in this 
city, where none but female patients are ad- 
mitted and where complaints peculiar to 
females alone are treated, not one lady 
physician can be found, and the medical 
staff have repeatedly expressed their formal 
opposition to their admission. Perhaps there 
is a tendency on the part of the Medical 
Board to doubt the ability and skill of women 
in the field of surgery, but 1 have 
seen quite as heavy and technical sur- 
gery performed by women in hospital prac- 
tice as by men. Women have to undergo the 
same examination as men previous to grad- 
uation; their college curriculum is just as 
hard if not more difficult than that of their 
male brethren; they are perfectly willing to 
give their services gratuitously on the staff of 
any hospital, city or country. They can 
crave the associations of the lecture-room 
without danger of impropriety; in a word, 
they are prepared to enter the eld on the 
same principle and on equal terms with men 
and all they ask is fair play and equal privi- 
leges with the opposite sex, which justice, 
tardy though it may be, Cannot much longer 
witbhold.’’ 

DR. JULIA G. M’NUTT’S VIEWS. 

„The history of the Woman's Medical Col- 
lege alone shows that the female mind is cap- 
able of reaching every stage of advancement 
that the male has accomplished,’’ said br. 
Julia G. McNutt, Vice-President of the New 
York Infirmary. From 18% te 1890 there 
were 525 operations and twenty-nine lapa 
rotomies performed there by women phy- 
siclans, and every one ot this number met 
with success. The obstacles at present placed 
in our way are due, in my opinion, to tradi- 
tional prejudice. It the Board of Medteal Di- 
rectors would allow women to compete for 
the staff examinations it would be demon- 
strated that women would come out at the 
head of the list, and the prevailing prejudice 
would fast disappear, as the adaptability of 
women to the medical profession would be 
daily made manifest. As to women surgeons 
being controlied largely by sentiment, or be- 
ing timid in performing surgical opera- 
tions, this idea exists only in the imagina- 
tion. In the Medical College of the New 
York Infirmary, all the operations performed 
there by female surgeons have been far 
more successful than any equal 
number performed by men in any 
other institution in New York. In the sur- 
gical wards the duties of women physicians 
are identical with those of the other sex, with 
the exception of the ambulance service. Then 
lock at the anomalous side this case presents. 
Suppose a hospital devoted exclusively to 
maie patients suffering from diseases pecu- 
liar or incidental to their sex had none but 
female physicians on its household and visit- 
ing staffs, what would the public think of its 
management? Yet the reverse is precisely 
the condition of affairs which at present 
prevail in one of the largest hospitals 
on Manhattan Island. The West is far 
more liberal to lady physicans than the 
East, the majority of the col- 
leges there admitting them on their respec- 
tive staffs and treating them with courtesy 
and respect. Women physicians may be found 
in hospitals in Uuinois, Rochester, St. Peter, 
Minn.; Texas, lowa and even at Kala- 
marco, Mich.; while New York, with its 
boasted chivalry, has shut her doors in our 
faces. This medical boycott prevents the 
New York women physicians from acquiring 
national fame or rising to higher positions. 
They expect no consideration whatever on 
account of their sex, and only want a fair 
chance to show that they areas well equipped 
as men for staff places.

Prof. O'Reilly Fairly Dotes on the 
Animals. 


HIS COLLECTION NOW IN CENTRAL PARE 
MENAGERIE 


He Proposes to Enlighten the People of 
This Country on the Subject of Serpents 
—He Considers That They Play an Im- 
portant Part in Creation—Not So Many 
Venomous Reptiles. 


Bpecial Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

There is a man at present in New York who 
fairly doteson snakes. He has seen thousands 
ofthem. He wishes to see thousands more. 
His name is G. R. O’ Reilly. His home is in 
Trinidad. 

Mr. O0 Reilly has been the editor of a news- 
paper and a professor in Ireland. He, too, 
Was a professor of a school in Trinidad. He 
is a corresponding member of the Royal 
Zoological Society. He has been to the four 
corners of the world. Natives regarded him 
as a ‘‘witch doctor, because of his knowl- 
edge of snakes. 

Mr. 0 Reilly has lived with snakes night 
and day for sixteen years. He comes to the 
United States to Wage war in behalf of his 
pets. He has brought with hima large col- 
lection of snakes. He consented to impart to 
the readers of the SunpaY Fosr-Disrarcn 
some of his scientific discoveries regarding 
-erpents. These discoveries are the result of 
patient and enthusiastic study.

r. O'Reilly at the Central Park Menagerie, 
where he has his collection. He had just 
taken a large and repulsive-looking boa con- 
‘'rictor from its box for an airing.

An anaconda over twenty 
feet long is rare. 

The largest snake on record, an Indian 
python reticulatus, now in London, is only 26 
feetlong. It weighs about 224 pounds. Boas 
do not cover their prey with saliva before 
swallowingit. Thesaliva merely lubricates 
the prey during the process of deglutition. 
Young snakes do not take refugein their 
mother’s stomach. Snakes sucking cows and 
hoop snakes roiling along with their tails in 
their mouths are inventions worthy of the 
author of the ‘Arabian Nights.’ 

There's the fable about the whip-snakes 
hanging from the trees in Brazil and lashing 
the unsuspecting wayfarer. You’ll find it in 
most natural history books. Here are some 
of them’’—he pointed to a glass-covered box 
containing two long and lean gray snakes 
with curiously elongated heads—‘‘and you 
can see how their shape started this story. 
They are called scientifically crylophiz 
acuininate, are about half an inch in diame - 
ter at the thickest part and five feet long. 

Here is their exact Opposite in shape.“ 
Mr. O'Reilly turned to another cage, contain- 
ing a South African puff-adder, or Clotho 
Arietans. It was three feet long and three 
inches in diameter. 

There is a story afloat,’’ he said, ‘‘regard- 
ing the manner in which this snake strikes. 
It is said to be able to turn over backwark 
and catch at its prey. You can ses what 
caused the delusion.’’ 

Mr: O'Reilly aroused the adder with a pole, 
the colls unwound until the reptile showed 
the deadly arsenal it carried. The broad, iow 
head was poised ona rigid neck. The forked . 
tongue played in and out. The parti-colored 
eyes gleamed wickedly, and witha swift 
lateral thrust of the head the fangs gleamed 
an instant in the sunlight. Then the snake 
shrank back suddenly to the watchful posi- 
tion in which the artist has taken it. The 
bite can be inflicted sideways, but the snake 
cannot turn suddenly around to strike. 

„I've no faith in the fascination of snakes’ 
eyes,’’ said the professor. It's the same 
fear which draws birds around a hawk wr 
owl, or small boys around awiid bull, that 
leads little birds to curiously inspect a motion 
less snake. Then they get killed for their 
curiosity.’’ 

„Do you not consider snakes slimy and 
dirty animals?’’ 


No snake is slimy. All are perfectly clean 


and odoriess. The reputation of snakes for 
sliminess and vicious cunning is purely a 
mistake, not at all borne out by facts. Snakes 
are the most timid animais in creation, and 
tis that very fear that occasionally makes 
them attack. Then they kill their prey 
quickly. I have repeatedly seen the rattle- 
snake and South African puff-adder strike 
animals 


three or four seconds. 

How about the belief that a snake may 
live till sundown with his head crushed and 
broken back?’’ 

“Snakes are very tenacious of life, but as 
for saying that when a snake is killed in the 
morning it won't die until night—excuse my 
Irish —this is quite untrue, if the 
snake is killed 25 


properiy. 
The reporter asked whether Mr. O'Bemy 
had ever tried snake-charming. 
„Snake - charming? There is no such thing. 
I can do everything with a snake the so- 
called charmers do. I can make cobras 
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woods pass within a few inches of their prey 
without seeing it as long as it remained mo- 
tionless. The moment it moved they re- 
sumed the chase. They have the sense of 
smell, but it is dull, as are all their senses. 
They must be studied from a different stand 
point from all other animals on this account, 
and he whotries to explain snakes’ actions 
from what I might calla mammalian stand- 
point would be constantly in error. 

Mr. O'Reilly said he didn’t believe iu the 
snake remedies popular in many countries. 
believe in the knife, but not in cauteriza- 
tion. If a person is bitten in a fleshy part, and 
the venom not directly injected into vein or 
artery, cutting with a Knife the to same depth 
as the snake’s fang has penetrated, and 
afterwards sucking the place strongly, win 
remove nearly every vestige of the poison. 
Though never bitten myself, I have tnvari- 
ably seen that absorption from fiesh wounds 
is slow. 

The supposed cures effected by so-called 
remedies are due te the fact that persons are 
often bitten by harmiess shakes. Number- 
less instances occur where people die through 
sheer fright. A glass of whisky to restore 
their courage is the best remedy, although 
the common belief as to large amounts of 
whisky forming an antidote is ridiculous. 

consider that snakes play a most useful 
role in creation, even the most venomous 
kinds. Were it not forthe deadly puff-adder 
in South Africa the country would be overrun 
by a species of fleld-morse. The adder de- 
stroys them by the thousand. In ever coun- 
try snakes prey upon the smaller destructive 
animals, and are thus the farmers’ friends. 
My experience in about twenty countries is 
that harmless snakes are called deadly by 
the ignorant and unobservant. Thus it is 
that we hear of so many rattlesnakes, moc- 
casins, etc. The innocent suffer for the 


guilty.’’

COMMERCIAL COLUMN. 


A REVIEW OF THE WEEK AND PRESENT 
SITUATION IN LEADING MARKETS. 


— — 


F Siteies-teiaiet Condi 
tions in All the Cerealse—The Flour 


There is not the one-sidedness to wheat now there 
hasbeen for many weeks past, and the market has 
apparently worked out from the bearish rut in which 
it had been confined. Not that it has been taken full 
possession of by the bull by any means, but it re- 
sponds more readily to bull influences and is not so 
easily to be pushed down in value by sheer weight of 
bear hammerings. Receipts of the new crop con- 
tinue on the increase, at this point the past week's 
amounting to 1,091,929 bu, against 940,183 bu the 
week before, and 662,296 bu for corresponding week 
last year; suppliesin sight at primary markets are 
enlarging and the next visible will probably show a 
large increase. Spring wheat cutting has commecced, 
the large crop of the Northwest is nearing the mar- 
keting stage and speculation is beginning to discount 
that fact. These factors handicap bullish operations, 
but they do not entirely overcome them, as was seen 


during the past week, when European market and 
weather conditions, ‘supplemented by steady and 
large purchases for foreign account and oversold 
markets in this country, put prices up 44@4%c. The 
top figures were seen early on Thursday, when July 
touched e, Aug. and Sept. 86c, and Dee. SY e. 
Since then 3% in July and nein the others of 
this advance was lost, but yesterday’s closing rates 
were Sate bid for July and Aug. and Sue asked for 
Dec. On the curb Aug. sold at 7e and Dec. at 
SSigc to SS. Although receipts are so liberal in 
the home market, the stock in store shows no re- 
markabie increase and when compared with the pre- 
ceding season a remarkable difference is seen. Thus, 
since July 1 there has been 2,728,568 bu received 
here and the stock now is 547,666 bu, of which 350,-

NEWS FROM THE MINES. 


. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


Increased Activity in the Alicante Dis- 
trict—Sinking the Robert Bmmett Shait 
—Resumption of Work on the Breece— 
Local Mining Gossip. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., July 2%.—Much work is 
now going on in the Alicante section of this 
district, and the increased interest in mining 
affairs is having its effect at that point. 
Some of the new properties there are already 
giving promise of turning out bonangas, 
among which ma) be mentioned the Walter 
Scott. This mine is owned by a number of 
the officers of the Colorado Midland Railway, 
in connection with some parties in St. Louis, 
and is a gold-bearing vein of immense size in 
the granite-country rock of the district. As 
the mine is located on a high cliff, the ore is 
sent down to the stamp mill by 
means of a gravity tramway, that 
is working successfully with a piteh of 80deg. 
The millhas been found inadequate tothe 
amount of ore the mine can put ont, so addi- 
tions are now being made to it. The next in 
importance is the Eureka, where, in addi- 
tion to a good gold vein, there have been 
opened on the property bodies of lead and 
Silver ores. Next to these comes the Iron 
Prince, also largely owned in gt. Louis, where 
a fine vein was disclosed in the driv- 
ing of a tunnel, In the breast of this 
tunnel a split occurred, and it was deemed 
the better plan to discontinue the tunnel and 
go above and sink a shaft to connect with the 
portion of the vein that where the split oc- 
eurred, dipped sharply into the hill. The shaft 
is now within twenty feet of the vein and, on 
reaching it, will follow the split down. Good 
argentiferous iron, with sulphide of lead dis- 
seminated through it, has already been en- 
countered and, no doubt, this will eventually 
prove a valuable property. 

WORK ON THE SMALL HOPES. 

The Robert Emmett of the Small Hopes 
Co. ts being rapidly gotten into shape to 
sink, the cutting out and retimbering of the 
shait from the 300-foot level up having ad- 
vanced about thirty feet. The big station 
pump is now in the shaft house and ready 
to go in; the top work is about finished, and 
the most’ energetic work possible is going 
forward. The shaft will probably be sunk at 
least 100 feet further, and the ground leased 
from the Marian Mining Co. thoroughly 
prospected. The Breece mine has resumed 
sinking, everything including the pumps 
having been put into thorough 
order, and additional boiler capacity 
having been supplied. Theshaft is now 47 
feet deep and on quartzite, Among other 
improvements a large receiving tank has 
been placed at the 467-foot station, and by 
aningenious arrangement of canals about 
the shaft, all water about that point is 
caught and turned into this reéseryoir, from 
which the big station pump sends it to the 
surface. This shaft is expected to go down 
nearly 1,000 feet, hence all the precautions. 
Asthe sinking goes on a large Cameron 
**sinker’’ will be used to lift the 
water to the main station. The 
outlook for ore here is most 
excellent. None ofthe hematite and mag- 
netile iron from the surface deposit is being 
shipped at present, as the management is 
waiting the completion of the new furnace 
at the steel works of the Colorado Coal & 
Iron Co., with whom they have a long eon - 
tract, this iron ore being equai if not supe- 
rior to any in the United States for Bessemer 
steel. 

THE LOUISVILLE CHUTE, 

The Louisville lead carbonate ore chute 
that is now being followed to the north is 
opening upin such shape that from the upper 
and lower levels of the mipe some fifty tons 
a day are being siiipped. This ore runs well 
in silver. 

The mines of the Granite district are im- 
proving rapidly, under the impetus given 
them by the recent developments in the 
Mayflower, wherethe ore changed from a 
free-milling goild-bearing quartz to an iron 
and lead sulphide at a depth of about 100 feet 
from the surface. This sulphide will now 
average about forty ounces of silver and 
some 60 odd per cent of lead to the ton. It 
has not been stoped upon as yet, all the ore 
on the dump and in the bins having been 
taken out in the sinking of the incline shaft. 
Some sixty feet of this ore has been passed 
through, and the bottom has entered a 
fine-grained homogenous quartz, heavily 
charged with iron oxides, with cubes of 
gaiena disseminated through the mass, The 
Little Troy has found the same class of ore 
inan upraise made nearthe breast of the 
700-foot tunnel, this tunnel having been run 
in onthe vein. A great deal of work has 
been done on the Belle of Granite, where the 
product of the vein is run through an aras- 
tra, in connection with a small California 
stamp mill. One week’s work produced $300 
worth of gold; the next week there was 69 
ounces of amalgam taken off the plates, one- 
half of which was pure gold. 

The changes at the smelting works of the 
Arkansas Valley Co. have begun, plans hay- 
ing been made on the spot. These changes 
willl affect the bullion product of these works 
very materially for the next sixty days, 
though the result will be a doubling of the 
capacity, 

At the St. Louis Smelting & Refining Co.’s 
works No. ifurnace has had a new hot-air 
blast in use since the beginning of the month, 
with the result that the running of the fur- 
nace has been accelerated toa great extent. 
This affair consists in four banks of six-inch 
pipes arouna the blast furnace above the 
water jackets, the air in which is heated 
by a direct contact of the piping with the 
furnace, and supplied to the latter by the 

tuyeres in a super-heated state. Prior to thig 
almost cold air was used, 

Near the Cleveland property, on Little EKI- 
len Hill, quite a lot of new work is going on, 
the Opulent having started up under a new 
lease. The old shaft on the north is being 
cleaned, preparatory to sinkingto catch the 
ore found inthe upper workings, which ore 
was dipping very fast. Near here two 
shafts are being worked on the Ka- 
tie over the 20-foot shaft, on which 
a fine plant of machinery is going 
up. The Virginus, also under lease, is doing 
well, a shaft having been sunk in a new part 
of the ground, which shaft is now down 
about 1,000 feet. From the bottom of this a 
drill is running out to ore bodies known to 
exist through developments in the Forest 
Rose. This claim must not be confounded 
with the one of the same name owned by St. 
Louis folk and located on Fryer Hill. 

Some ore is already being taken from the 
new workings of the St. Louis, though the 
tunnel has only advanced about fifty feet 
beyond the upraise at the 600-foot point. This 
tunnel, if driven ahead, is almost certain to 
catch the ore body, as from the upraise the 
dip of the inclosing strata is in that direc- 
tion. 

THE ELIZA ORE BODY. 

On the Eliza the copper ore body continues 
to open up, and shipments are being steadily 
made.

ableore for the smelters. In addition to 
this, some very excellent lead earbonate has 
lately been uncovered in the mine, at the 
600- foot level. 

Next tothe Castle View lies the William 
‘Wallace, where from their 600-foot level they 
have been prospecting forthe ore chute 
found in the former mine, with but little 
success so far. There appears to be a ron 
in the lime stone at that point and they are 
now foHowing this up. 

The Moyer mill is rapidly approaching 
completion, and it is ex that by the 
10th of August they will ready to run. 
This miu will have a capacity of about one 
hundred tons a day of crude ore, from which 
they ex to produce about thirty-three 
tons of lead concentrates. The mine is doing 
well and is putting out about twenty-five hun- 
dred tong of iron sulphide each month. A 
new shaft house ig to be built at once, from 
the top of which a trestle connecting with 
the mill will greatly facilitate the handling 
of the ores fromthe mine. From shaft and 
stopes but one handling will then be made, 
and when the ore reaches the mill every- 
thing will be done automatically until the 
concentrates are ready for shipment. 

The same management has the Crown 
Point also, though two separate companies 
operate the two mines. Inthe Crown Point 
they are still raising tocatch the ore body 
lying on the top of the lime, which appears 
to be extra thick at that point, as they are 
now up 120 feet and are not through it. This 
from the 550-foot level, The matter now in 
the top of the raise is filled with iron pyrites 
and small cubes of galena, soit is probable 
that the ore body is not far distant. 

THE CONTINENTAL CHIEF. 

On the Continental Chief the new 100-ton 
concentrator is going up rapidly, the founda- 
tion having been finished, and the framing of 
the building commencing yesterday, In the 
mine a large force is occupied in driving the 
two inclines, one 60 feet vertically under the 
other. They have advanced 4% feet from the 
end of the straight tunnel, andthe only ore 
shipped from the mine isthat taken out in 
this driving. This has shown the ore 
body to be of considerable thickness, 
as there is fine ore on the bottom of the up- 
per one as well as on the bottom of the lower, 
which would appear to indicate that it was 
continuous for the full sixty feet, 

After lying idle a long time the Hard Cash 
has resumed work, and afine plant of ma- 
chinery is now going up over the main shaft. 
It is also understood that the lessees on the 
Del Monte, adjoining, are to work that prop- 
erty through the Hard Cash shaft, 

The bins at the Far Down are filling rapida- 
ly, though they had a deal ot troudle with 
their machinery, 

On the Capital, located on the old Searl 
placer, the water end of the big pump gave 
out and the shaft is now full ot water. This, 
however, will be taken care of and on Tues- 
day a resumption of work is expected. 

A large body of ore has been opened up in 
the May Queen, from the 560 foot level, work- 
ing north. It is sulphide in its character, 
and runs very high in silver. The upper 
levels are also in good shape, and about 
thirty-five tons a day are now being shipped 
from there. 

The Sixth street people are now making 
connection between the two shafts, having 
got the water downto within afew feet of 
the Lig Gordon pump at the 410 foot level. 

A strike has just occurred inthe G. M. Fa- 
vorite at a depth of about sixty feet of fine 
lead carbonate ore. 

The new Moffett-Smith consolidation has 
decided to sink the Penrose shaft instead of a 
new one, and boilers are going in as well as a 
powerful hoister. This shaft is now about 
200 feet from the contact caught with the 
drill,

THE ILLINOIS CAPITAL. 


Work Out Out tor the Next Session of the 
Legislature. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., July %.—The next ses 
sion of lawmakers in Illinois will have to 
perform the task of repealing a good portion 
of the laws that were enacted in the Thirty- 
seventh General Assembly. Twenty days 
have now gone by since these laws went into 
effect, buteven in that short time it tran 
spiresthat many of the acts will never be 
enforced. The repealof what is known as 
the ‘‘truck store’’ law will cause a good 
deal of legislation. The Hon. T. L. Spell- 
man, member of the Legislature and 
who voted for the bill, runs a store 
in connection with his mine at Grape Creek 
and was the first man arrested for a violation 
of the law, and was fined $0. Mr. Spellman 
says that he pays cash to his coal miners for 
their labor and that they pay him cash for 
what goods they choose to buy at his store, 
and he claims the right to run his store on 
this plan. He has appealed the case and will 
fight it through the courts. 

There will also bea world ot trouble over 
the ‘‘gross weight’’ bill. During the session 
of the Legislature both political parties were 
bidding for favor with the laboring classes, 
and thecoal minerscould ask for nothing 
they did not get. Every bill they proposed 
was enacted into a law whether it was right 
or wrong. Michael Kelly of the Grape Creek 
mines, W. E. Pheips of Elmwood, both large 
operators, and others in the State, are now 
under arrest for a violation of the gross 
weight law. This will algo go to the courts 
and they will make a savage fight on the act 
on the ground of unconstitutionality, 

* + * 

The weekly pay bill was one of the same 
species and was not refused the miners and 
workingmen who asked for it. This law is 
making an immense amount of trouble 
throughout the State, Somefew large con. 
cerns and a. number of smaller 
ones are trying to live up to 
the law, but many of the larger ones 
say it is an utter impossibility, andthey will 
not try to obey its provisions. Here comes 
in more business for the lawyers, for this 
matter will also go into court. The manu- 
facturers will take a firm stand that the law 
is unconstitutional because it is simply and 
purely class legisiation. Under its provisions 
manufacturers, merchants, coal operators, 
contractors and others must goto the expense 
of making out pay-rolis four times instead of 
once a month, while farmers, railroad and 
other favored corporations are allowed to 
force their men into making any kind of a 
contract, may pay them whenthey choose 
and in any kind of barter or traffic they may 
dictate. The expense of running municipal 
corporations in different cities in the State 
will be increased from 4,000 to $0,000 a year.

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THE FINANCIAL REVIEW. 


AN UTTER ABSENCE 
RAILROAD 
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The Market Cleses atthe Lowest Figures 
of the Week Terminal Trusts and Pre- 


New Tonk, July 25.—The bank statement 
yesterday showed an inerease in surplus re- 
serve of over $1,200,000. A decrease of some - 
thing like that amount had been generally 
looked for, yet the stock market made no re- 
sponse to the favorable showing and it 
closed ragged at about the lowest figures of 
the week. The fact of the matter is stocks 
are falling of their own weight. In other 
words, the lack of confidence in the absence 
of demand for railroad securities of all kinds, 
is producing the natural result—lower prices. 

Burlington & Quincy is Gown 6 points and 
other stocks scored losses of greater or less 
importance. Yet the volume of business has 
been comparatively insignificant and forces 
the question upon the minds of operators as 
to What the effect would be should an ag: 
gressive bear campaign be inaugurated. 

For same time Wall street has stood aghast 
atthe unparalleled torpor which has hung 
over its markets. Neither good nor bad 
news had the desired effect. They were both 
looked upon with utter indifference, Itisa 
most unusual spectacle, this narrow and 
declining market right in the face of 
the harvesting of the biggest winter 
wheat crop ever raised inthe United States, 
and the certainty ofan active European de- 
mand for our grain during the coming year. 
The transportation of the crops is sure to 
Swell railway earnings and benefit trade in 
all its ramifications in the long run. One 
must, therefore, look elsewhere for a 
satisfactory explanation of the dry rot in the 
stock market, but itis by no means difficult 
to get at the bottom of the trouble. It is 
impossible for any one with half an eye to 
fail to see that the financial situ 
ation abroad is still bad, as a 
result of the upheaval which started with 
the Baring failure last year. While our 
own bankers are by no means in so bad a fix 
as their friends on the other side, they find it 
necessary to proceed cautiously. 

Large blocks of lands still remain inthe 
hands of syndicates who will have to con- 
tinue to carry them until the demand re- 
vives. In this way vast sums of money are 
tied up and new operations rendered im- 
possible. Railroad companies in need of 
money find it useless to apply to their bankers 
and are generally resorting to issues of stock. 
While bonds have little or no market, stock 
can always be sold, and even though the 
prices realized may not be satisfactory, rail- 
road managers are at least placed in posses- 
sion of means to carry forward improve- 
ments under way, or to meet interest and divi- 
dends. The railroads, or many of them, are 
paying the usual penalty of over-indulgence 
in hew construction. Gross and net earnings 
per mile have been reduced, interest obll- 
gations added to enormously, and hence 
reduced or passed altogether. 
One of the striking features of 
the week was the constant selling of 
the St. Paul, Louisville & Nashville shares by 
a prominent Broad street house, which 16 
credited with orders to close out on account 
of long standing. 

The selling of Richmond Terminal, both 
stock and bonds, was much commented upon, 
as it directed attention to certain capitalists, 
who have been bound up in Southern enter- 
prises, Terminal trusts and preferred shares 
suffered quitea drop. The common yester- 
day sold below 12, and tak of a 
receiver with a possible assessment 
was heard in the street. The road is just 
groaning under the burden of a mountain of 
obligations, but bad as the case seems to be, 
it is always a risky piece of business to 
**gshort’’ a stock when it is selling below the 
teens. 

The West has commenced to draw on the 
local banks freely for currency and domestic 
exchanges indicate that the movement will 
keepup. Itis by no means improbable also 
that gold will go to Europe again next. Only 
a sharp drop in exchange will prevent it, ac- 
cording to some authorities. The silver 
question has a good deal to do with this con- 
dition of affairs, It is working silently but 
none the less effectually in making capital- 
ists cautious. Its importance as a factor will 
be increased immeasurably should the drain 
of currency for crop purposes deplete the 
bank reserves and impart activity to the loan 
market, 

TRANSACTIONS TO-DAY. 

New York, July 2.-—The business was 
again light in stocks. The closing half-day 
session was marked by a sort of demoralized 
feeling. Right at the opening the weakness 
was apparent. The pressure upon Burlington 
was quickly resumed, and while other stocks 
were comparatively neglected, the weakness 
in Burlington gave character to the whole 
list, and small fractions were lost along the 
Une, At 11 o’clock the market was dull, but 
heavy to weak at the lowest prices. 

The bank statement, when made public, 
showed an increase in reserves of $1,120,000, 
making the surplus reserves close to $207 ,000,- 
000. This had no effect in rallying stocks, in 
the hour to 12 o’clock everything was dragged 
down. There was no recovery anywhere up 
to the close,

THE ‘‘Ppost's’’ REVIEW. 

The Post says: To-day’s limited market was 
characterised only by a steady pounding of 
values in a few leading stocks. Even the 
unexpectedly favorable bank statement had 
practically no effect, The statement of bank 
averages was unusually misleading and af- 
fords no illustration of the actual condition of 
the banks at this time. This week the 
change in movement of currency came s0 
suddenly on Wednesday and Thursday that 
the figures of the published statement are 
useful only as an approximate table of the 
bank holdings just before the heavy west- 
ward movement of currency began. The 
Burlington 4 Quincy was the only con- 
spicuous stock on the list this morning, and 
it sold off rapidly under the hammering of 
the bear clique, a combination unusually 
well Organized and managed by one of the 
most adroit bear manipulators in Wall street. 
It will not be amiss to say frankly the 
legitimate arguments employed against this 
stock. First, the company has a heavy load 
of bonds issued largely on extensions, which 
just now yield little or no profit. Second, the 
corn crop, on which it relies to recoup Itself 
for such losses, will be late this year, and it 
is consequently, to some extent, imperiled by 
the chances of unfavorable weather.

How the Young State’s Idols Are Shat- 
tered—Ingalls Now a Broken God— An 
Amusing Sketch of the Outs“ and 
The Frantic Effort to Defeat the Ins.

Tora, Kan., July 23.—To the Kansas 
mind there is nothing so attractive as a show 
of independence. The State is composed of 
iconoclasts, and there is not an idol in it ten 
years of age. Ingalls lasted longer than any 
of his predecessors, but he fell harder, and is 
now the deadest duck in a stagnant political 
puddie. There is something so generous and 
M hole-souled about the crowd now in posses- 
sion of the State-house that it would seem 
they were booked for an indefinite period 
of occupancy. But they are not. They 
belong to the ring.

They are tax- 
eaters and barnacles on the body politic, and 
the people of Kansas, intoxicated {with the 
idea of reducing rank, are hedging them 
about and attacking them from every quar-

prompted by fear or policy. If their deeds 
are evil it is the natural result of a dwarfed 
soul and a debased mind.

There is 
Humphrey, Higgins, Horton and Hudson. A 
rural sheet in the extreme Northwest dis- 
covered that the State-house ring was ruled 
by the letter H' and called attention to it 
and one of the administration organs ans 
wered that the same combination included 
both heaven and hell. The People’s party 
and the Democrats, the resubmission Repub- 
licans and the young crowd Republicans, the 
ward politician and his hayseed confrere, 
have conspired against the letter ‘‘H’’ in 
politics. 

. INDEFINITE GOV. HUMPHREY.

COVER THE ESTATE. 


Preliminary Steps Taken—The Circle of 
Claimants Widening— Robert Edwards’ 
History—Links Lacking in the Chain of 
Evidence—The Claflins In It. 


NEW ORLEANS, La. July 2%.—There has 
lately appeared a special dispa tch from West 
Point, Miss., stating that suit was shortly to 
be entered in the New York courts to regain 
possession of property belonging to the es- 
tate of Robert Edwards and valued at $100, - 
000,000. The dispatch referred to gave some 
account of the founder of this colossal for- 
tune and the means by which it was acquired. 
Into this account, as into many others pub- 
lished in various journals throughout 
the country, some inaccuracies had 
crept, due to the meager in- 
formation accessible to the writers, and 
to set the matter right recourse was had to 
Mr. Harry L. Edwards, attorney at law, of 
this city, who, it transpires, is one of the 
heirs. In answer toa request for informa- 
tion upon the subject, Mr. Edwards said: 
It is not generally known, and I think, has 
not been mentioned before in print, that two 
men of the same family, an uncle and a 
nephew, have the name of Robert Edwards. 
The first Robert died shortly afterthe year 
1770. In theyear 1770 he made leases of land em- 
bracing a great amount of property besides 
these mentioned in the publication. The first 
Edwards was a seafarin g man, as well as the 
second, and died before the revolutionary 
war. The second Robert Edwards was born 
in Virginia about 1734 and was shot in 1806. 
He became entrusted, in some way, with the 
entire affairs of the first Robert Edwards, his 
uncle. He also acquired wealth and in 1781, 
during the revolutionary war, made a second 
lease of property in New York. When the 
British evacuated New York, about 1783, 
they took with them the records of that 
city. All ofthis property leased by both of 
the Robert Edwardses had been acquired by 
grants from King George. The first Robert 
was a sea captain anda privateer. He held 
letters of marque of this kind, and he became 
very rich from his reprisals. The property 
claimed consists of eighty-six acres of land, 
fronting on the battery and embracing a 
large area of land, on which the main busi- 
ness portion of the city of New York now 
stands. Upon this land the grantee erected 
rude sheds and warehouses for the security 
of the goods seized under authority of 
the letters of marque. Subsequently, in 1770, 
these lands were leased to the English Gov- 
ernment, which m turn sub-leased. The 
greater part of the town of Aberdeen, O., is 
built upon land which belongs tothe Robert 
Edwards estate. Seven thousand acres of 
land alongthe Hudson River anda greater 
partof the sites of Jersey City, N. J., and 
Troy, N. I., are also part of the estate. No 
one bas ever mentioned this in print before, 
but it is nome the less true. So you can 
see from this that the value of 
the estate may safely be estimated 
at $100,000,000. The main facts that I have as. 
serted can be proved by record and by his- 
tory. Many of the facts asserted can be found 
of public record in the Boston library. I can- 
not say how soon we shall come into pos- 
session of theestate. We hope to do so very 
soon, but I do not expect it Will be as soon as 
some of the heirs hope. Ido not know how 
much my share willbe. I have been trying 
for some time to get hold of a certain docu- 
ment from England that is required to com- 
plete the chain of title and it has not reached 
me. I may be compelled to visit England and 
Scotiand this summer unless our agents there 
work faster.

months ago his condition has been a matter 
of contention. This contention has not been 
confined toa partisan press, but his friends, 
his daily callers, and eminent 
physicians as well have widely 
differed in expressed opinions 
as to the name and nature of his allment. 
Within the past week the statement has been 
made, and itapparently comes from an en- 
tirely reputable medical source, that Mr. 
Blaine was known to be suffering from 
Bright’s disease ofan incurable form. This 
is denied by the physician attending the Sec- 
retary at Bar Harbor, who claims his patient 
shows no symptoms of kidney trouble. 

Aside from the general concern in the health 
of a statesman so eminent as Mr. Blame, 
there is a special Interest in his condition 
just now born of the fact that he is the recog- 
nized leader of his party, and unless stricken 
with an incurable disease will be the candi- 
date of that party for the Presidency in 1892. 
With a view to securing the opinions of some 
of the most eminent specialists in the world 
on the symptoms, nature and usual results of 
that little understood affliction Known as 
Bright’s disease, the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH 
presents the following interviews obtained 
by its European staffcorrespondents. The 
reader will draw his own conclusions 
whether Mr. Blaine is or is not a presidential 
possibility, even though he has some form of 
Bright’s disease: 


WHAT LONDON PHYSICIANS SAY. 

Doxpor, July 25.—In obedience to your im- 
etructions I have interviewed several of the 
most prominent physicians in England upon 
the subject of Bright’s disease, and on the 
lines of the following questions:

Dr. MacLogan, physician to the Princess 
Christian and other members of the royal 
family, said: Certain phases of Bright’s 
disease are curable; others are in- 
curable. The name covers a multitude 
of complaints connected with the kidneys, 
particularly those complaints which are due 
to inflammation, and the result comes 
usually intwoforms. One, the enlargement 
of the kidneys; the other, their diminution 
in size. The first is curable, the latter incur- 
able. But by saying incurable I do not mean 
that it necessarily abbreviates one’s life. 
A man, by taking proper care of himself, 
will Hve his natural life, although he 
may suffer from an incurable case of 
Bright’s disease. In some instances, 
where it is acute and the patient is 
indifferent as to his method of living, the re- 
sultis speedily fatal. This usually comes 
about within two or three years after the full 
development of the disease. If a physician 
tells the patient that his disease has taken 
the formof an enlargement of the kidney

The patient 
must lead a very quiet life, avoid all shocks 
to the system, and breathe the air of a warm 
climate. He should eat vegetables and should 
only partake of spirits in avery small quan- 
tity.’

Bookmakers Confident of a Favorable 


, Decision From Judge Claiborne. 


THEY PROMISE TO SELL ON EASTERN 


RACES MONDAY. 


J. G. Furber Explains a Stery About a 


Bet on the Judge’s Decision He Was 
Said to Have Offered—Most of the Em- 
ployes of the Rooms Return and Say 
They Are Going Back to Work. 


Judge Claiborne is expected to give his de- 
cision in the pool-selling case to-morrow 
morning, as soon as the Court of Oriminal 
Correction is opened. It was thought that 


the decision would be rendered yesterday, 


and Fred Burgdorfer, the pool-room mana- 
ger, with his attorney, Chester H. 
Krum, went up to the Four Courts 
to hear it. A large number of the 
bookmakers and hangers on, whose 
faces were familiar to the frequenter of Pool 
Alley before the arrest of Burgdorfer closed 
the rooms, were also at the Four Courts at 10 
o’clock, and waited patiently around the 
halls for the appearance of the Judge. A few 
minutes after the hour for the opening of 
court a messenger boy from the telegraph 
office passed into the Clerk’s office and Clerk 
J. M. Kenefick came out and announced that 
Judge Claiborne would not return to the city 
from Ironton, where he went Friday, until 
evening. 

DISAPPOINTED POOL SELLERS. 
Burgdorfer, who was standing on the side- 
walk chewing a cigar nervously, looked wor- 
ried, and, breaking away from the com- 
panions he was with, sought his attorney for 
a minute’s talk and then rolled away down 
town on his cushion-tired bicycle. 

Judge Claiborne got back to the city last 
night, and said to his friends that he would 
decide the case Monday. He is quoted also 
as saying that he intended to let the Supreme 
Court finally pass upon the matter. This re- 
mark was passed from mouth 
to mouth last night and variously 
interpreted In the resorts wherethe matter 
was being discussed. The poolsellers are 
very confident that the decision will be in fa- 
vor of Burgdorfer, upon one ground or an- 
other of the many contained in the brief filed 
by the attorneys for the poolsellers. 

READY TO OPEN MONDAY. 
If their expectation is fulfilled, Pool Alley’s 
rooms will be thrown open at once, the 
black boards will be covered with the names 
of the horses running on the tracks 
in the East, and betting on all the 
races outside of the State will go on that 
afternoon. When the pool-rooms were closed 
the men employed in them were dismissed, 
and most of them went to Chicago and even 
further east. 

SOME SIGNIFICANT INCIDENTS. 

They have received a tip from here, for 
many of them have suddenly reap- 
peared in St. Louis, and many of them 
were seen in the disappointed ps at the 
Four Courts in the morning. night they 
were about in the down-town saloons and 
did a good deal of talking about the certainty 
of their going to work again this week. In 
the afternoon a very well known pool-room 
manager was talking in a billlard-room toa 
knot of his acquaintances about the pros- 
pects. 

Our rooms will be opened Monday, he 
said, for bets on Monmouth Park, Brighton 
Beach, Saratoga and Chicago, and we'll keep 
right ahead without any more trouble from 
the police, too. 

Got a cinch on the decision, have you?“ 
one of the listeners said, 

That 's all right about the decision, he 
replied. ‘‘We’ll open up Monday and keep 
up business at least till the Supreme Court 
decides the case.’’ 

JOE FURBER’S ALLEGED BET.

violative of the constitutional provision that 
‘no bill shall contain more than one subject 
which shall be clearly expressed in the title,’ 
and is well ar on by the State that 
even if it be conceded that prohibition 
does mean entire exclusion, said biil does de- 
clare positively and absolutely against the 
doing of any of the things therein named, 
and does not permit the doing of any of them 
under any conditions or exceptions. But as 
a matter of fact the word prohibition has no 
such legal and technical W . as that glven 
it by defendant, or all penal 
statutes are ‘prohibitive,’ and the 
word is used in the sense of preventing or 
hindering. At the best this contention is 
based upon merely a nice distinction and 
difference in the meaning of words, which, 
in the case of State ex rel. vs. Harris, 75 Mo. 
147, our Supreme Court say should not be 
rmitted to overthrow a statute; and in 
hat case they were dealing with the suf- 
ficiency of the title of a bill, just as is the 
court in the present case. 

It is a well settled rule that even the gu- 
preme Court will not undertake to d rea 
statute unconstitutional unless itisso be- 
12 all doubt. Courts are very slow to nul- 

ify the statutes, especially the criminal 
statutes, of the Legisiature.

WHY 1. 1 MACKEY ASKS THE CITY 70 


He Claims That He Was Shown One Horse 


Plug—All Sides Have Their Bay. 

Supply Commissioner John Glibert, Louis 
Bohle, the livery stable keeper, E. J. Mackey, 
an inspector in the Water Department, and 
the City Treasurer’s Office are all mixed up 
in a controversy growing out of the sale ofa 
condemned horse belonging to one of the 
departments. The sale took place yesterday 
and Mackey was the purchaser, and though 
he has paid the money to the 
city he refuses to take possession 
of the horse on the ground that somebody 
fooled him. The story, which is not without 
its humorous features, got out at the City 
Hall yesterday and was the subject of con- 
siderable jest.

As the 
story runs a cOuple of horses belonging 
to the Water Department that bad seen years 
of hard service were condemned 
and ordered to be sold. Thesale was adver- 
tised and it took place Friday. Mackey it 
appears wanted a gentle horse and was told 
that one ofthe rejected animals would just 
fill the bill, They were in Bohle’s stable, ad- 
joining the City Hall, and Mackey went in 
there to inspect them. 

; THE WRONG HORSE. 

He examined one, and seeing that the 
animal was blind took a look at what the 
hostler thought was the other horse, known 
to the Water Department employes as 
‘*Billy.’’ Billy is 20 years of age and very 
stiff inthe joints. The hostler, it appears 
from Mackey’s story, made a mis- 
take. Instead of showing him 
the m' that belonged to the city, he 
showed him a Hambletonian horse owned by 
Bohle which the owner claims he would not 
sell for $805. Mackey sald the horse suited 
him and that he would de on 
band at the advertised time with 
A bid, He bid $2, and Com- 
missioner Gilbert refused to let him take the 
animal at these figures. As there were no 
other bidders Mackey was finally told he 
could have the horse for $2. He turned this 
sum over to Commissioner Gilbert, who sent 
it to the City Treasurer. Yesterday morning 
Mackey went to Mr. Gilbert and 
asked for an order on the liveryman 
for the horse he had purchased. He received 
the order and presented it to Mr. Bohle, and 
then went with him in the rear of the stable 
to get the. horse. When they reached the 
stall Mackey found a horse so badly crippled 
that he was scarcely able to stand. 

WOULDN'T TAKE BILLY. 

„„This is not the horse I bought, said 
Mackey, ‘‘and I don’t propose to take him.’’ 

*‘Oertainly it is,’’ said Bohle, with an air 
of surprise. What other horse could it be“

IN THE COUNTRY. 
How the “Century's” Editor Lives and 
Works in Marion. 


HIS QUAINT, OLD-FASHIONED HOUSE 
AND PICTURESQUE STUDIO. 


The Country People Were Suspicious of 
Him Because He Edits a Magazine and 
Writes Verses—He Has Overcome Their 
Prejudices and Become a Member of 
the Library Board 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

Manion, Mass., July 26.—Richard Watson 
Gilder is one of the few who works during the 
summer in a country home. He says he 
works very hard. In fact he is rather in- 
clined te think that he does more work than 
he does while inthe city. He has been pass- 
ing every summer in Marion for ‘the past 
eight years. He is looked upon as one of the 
prominent men of the village. 

Pretty and quaint is Marion. A few natives 
live there and many more are buried there. 
Every summer hundreds of city folk seek its 
shades. Nearly allof them live in the cot- 
tages on the principal street. A very bright 
woman says a promenade of the street is like 
the deck of asteamer, one always sees the 
same faces. Mr. Gilder is much respected in 
the village by the town’s folk. He isn’t quite 
sure, but he is rather inclined to think this is 
one ofthe greatest honors that has ever 
been bestowed upon him, for Marion folk 
have a deep-seated disdain for the summer 
people. They were rather inclined tobe sus- 
picious of himat first. They were not cer- 
tain that the man who is the editor of the 
Century magazine was a proper man to asso- 


ciate with. 

Mr. Gilder managed to overcome their 
prejudices in a year or two, and he was get- 
ting along swimmingly until they discovered 
that he was alsoa poet. That nearly damned 
Mr. Gilder completely in the minds of Marion 
folk. They had learned to be discreefly 
silent about his connection with the maga- 
zine, but when they were brought face to 
face with the fact that he wrote and pub- 
lished poems they couldn’t see how they 
could overlook it. But they could not long 
resist the charm of Mr. Gilder’s manner, and 
now they have taken him to their hearts ab- 
solutely. They have even made him a mem- 
ber ofthe town Library Board. They say 
there is only one persun in Marion or among 
those who come there who is more delightful 
than Mr. Gilder and she is his wife. * 

His is a very queer and ve old house. It 
was built a long time ago, when Marion bore 
the Indian name of CI ppican. The water in 
front of it is still known as Sippican Harbor. 
Before the war many sea captains who were 
in the coasting trade haa their homes in 
Marion. The old sea dogs had the name 
changed to Marion out of compliment to 
Georgia, where Gen. Marion is revered asa 
great hero to this day of base ball players. 
There was a good deal of kicking on the part 
of the farmer element, but the sea fdrers car- 
ried the day. 

About two hundred yards back from the 
house isa strange-locking stone structure. 
That is the studio. It used tobe a kerosene 
oil refinery, but it was burned a number of 
yearsago. They say at Marion that some 
one wanted to get even with the owner. 
When Mr. Gilder bought the property the 
Seller thought that the stones in the walls 
were worth about $5. Mr. Gilder thought 
they were, too, and he paid the money very 
ladly. He decided to makea studio out of 
t, and that is how it came about that he has 
the prettiest studio that can be found any- 
where. Atleast that is what everyone says, 
and among Mr. Gilder’s guests are those who 
have seen many studios. 

The walls are four feet thick. Some of the 
stones in them are six feetlong. They are 
unhewn,. A gabled roof with a broad win- 
dow in it covers the studio. Any one who 
would describe the interior would describe 
Mr. Gilder and Mrs. Gilder. There she paints, 
and there he works amid the most exquisitely 
dainty surroundings, a civil wilderness with 
its order in negiect. There is a swingin 
divan,a hammock. Fur rugs are scattere 
about. On one side is Mrs. Gilder’s easel. on 
the other is Mr. Gilder’s desk. To the north 
is the great fre- place. 

It is in the studio that the Gilders have 
gatherings in the evenings. There have been 
many notable ones there. The place is so 
large that ope 4 can gatherthere. Mrs.Cleve- 
land used to delight in it hen she lived in 
Marion. 

Mr. Gilder thinks that he works rather 
harder in the country than he does in town. 
He is certain that he does more work in a few 
hours than when he isin his Brooklyn home. 
It is just the same as if he were in the city, 
only the work is sent to him. The morning 
mail reaches him about 1o’clock. From then 
until 40’clock, when the mail leaves, he isa 
very busy man. The absolute quiet enables 
him to work much faster than he would in 
the city. If anything of importance arises he 
goes to New York in response to a telegram. 

Mr. Gilder says he has three weeks of holt 
days in the year when he goes to Lake Wash 
pee, in Cape Cod a € with Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Jefferson. Then he leaves the office 
and everything connected with it behind him. 

Mr. Gilder doesn’t believe in dress in the 
1 oe is,clothing that is not comforta- 

le. o has to ‘‘dress-up’’ occasionally. 
When he went toa library board meeting the 
other day he wore a quiet black suit. The col- 
lar of his blue flannel! shirt would tickle his ear 
and the white Panama hat would fall back on 
his head so that the wayward bangs twisted 
about over His forehead. He hada string to 
Keep that hat from blowing away. He 
spends much timeon the water. So do his 
children. It is a very comfortable place for 
the little folk, because if they happen to tip 
over they are not in danger of drowning. 


THE MYSTERY EXPLAINED. 


Maj. Powellofthe U. 8. Geological Sur- 
vey Tells the Story. 
Written for the SUNDAY PoOstT-DIsPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, July 24.—Water has burst into 
the desert of Colorado, and you ask me to 
give some account of this strange phenome- 
non, to which request I am pleased to reply. 
This desolate basin forms a portion of what 
is known as the Colorado Desert. The Gulf 
of California is a narrow body of water about 
six hundred miles in length, lying parallel 
with the Pacific coast, from which it is sepa- 
rated by the narrow but mountainous penin- 


sula of California. This gulf, not long ago a 
—.— speak, but many centuries aco as 
Ustorians speak, extended about 200 miles 
further to the northwest, still parallel to the 
coast. But the gulf itself has been shortened 
to its present limitations in comparatively 
modern times. The Colorado River heads in 
Fremont Peak, fartothe north, and is one 
of the great streams of the continent. It 
drains a vast district of country, much of 
which is comparatively arid, ‘and from 
this dry region it gathers an enormous 
ody of sand. The mouth of the Colorado is 
aww atthe head of the present Guilt of Gall. 
fornia, but when the Guif extended further 
northward this mouth was nearly two hun. 
dred miles below its head. The river charged 
with sand poured an immense load into the 
Gulf of California, and built a delta out from 
its mouth, which, extending from year to 
year and century’ to. century, finally

form the breathing function. In more humid 
lands gray and brown stems support a lux. 
uriance of green leaves, where the vital 
functions of the plant are carried on, but 
here the stems of the plants must per- 
form the assimilation for them 
selves; so the few plants of the desert 
present a leafless verdure, the stems them- 
selves being green. There is also but little 
animallife to be seen. Now and then a wolf 
strays out into the desert, but horned toads 
are common, and a species of lizard known as 
the ‘‘Gila monster“ is sometimes encoun- 
tered. Alittle rattlesnake, whichis rarely 
more than twelve or fifteen inches in length, 
and has a curious hood on its head, is some- 
times observed crawling in the sand. 

A geological survey has been made of the re- 
gion drained by the Colorado. The vast net- 
work of canyons and gorges has been sur- 
veyed, and by methods well Known to geolo- 
gists, ithas been computed that on an av- 
erage the country has been washed down 
and carried away by the Colorado to a depth 
of one mile from its entire surface. In some 

laces this waste of erosoh has been much 

ess, in others much greater, but the esti- 
mated general average is as stated. Along 
time, centuries of centuries, have 

while this vast process of degradation has 
been goingon. But during this long geologic 
period a rock a mile in thicknessand 250,000 
square miles in extent has been beaten into 
sands bythe storms of the region, and the 
Colorado Riverhas borne themtothe sea. 
The little delta dam at the mouth of the Col- 
orado retains but a very small part of the 
material which that river has transgorted. 
But it began the work before there was a Gulf 
of California and before the Peninsula of Cal- 
ifornia was upheaved so as to forma gulf 
distinct from the Pacific Ocean. This little 
delta thirty or forty miles wide and extend- 
ing across the old gulf, is but a late creation 
of the indefatigable river, which has been en- 
gaged ina like labor for a length of time 
which cannot be measured in years. 

Depressed valleys and basins such as this 
are practicaily valueless to man. Gold, sil- 
ver and other minerals are found in the ad- 
jacent mountains and thus mining industries 
are established, but there is scarcely agri- 
cultural land enough to supply with the nec- 
essary foodthe people engaged in mining. 
Where water can be put into the land Dy car- 
rying out the few streams or by sinking wells, 
agriculture is highly productive. It is a semi. 
tropical region and all the vegetables and 
fruits proper to sucha climate can be here 
raised successfully. Oranges, lemons and all 
citric fruits grow there with luxuriance. No 
more bountiful vineyards can be found in the 
world. Insome partsof the country cotton 
and sugarcane are raised successfully and 
now the date palm of Egypt is cultivated and 
it appears to be far more productive than 
even in the valleys of the Nile.

ABB’S CONFESSION. 


The River Reporter Tells All About His 
Career as Mud Clerk. 

Old Hard Luck’’ had just returned from 
Chicago and had given the crowd a graphic 
discription of how he fell into the lake, was 
knocked down by a cable car and was bitten 
by a dog, when Abb Veatch, the river re- 


porter said: 

Nou may talk about jays, hayseeds and 
greenhorns, but I think when Iwas chasing 
the thermometer of life around the 14-year- 
old mark that I was more different kinds 
of a jay than it has ever been my good for- 
tune to meet since. .I call it good fortune, for 
it is really good luck to come in contact with 
a genuine greenhorn, for we can see more 
original inquisitiveness in a mossback than 
in a circus. 

Well, at the time I mention I was between 
13 and 14 years of age and lived in a little town 
onthe banks of the Ohio River. Iwas to be 
found at the landing every time a steamboat 
came in, and would have gladly mortgaged 
my interest in paradise for a position as 
‘mud clerk’ on a steamboat. Some of the 
officers on the mail boat thought they saw a 
chance in me for amusement and got the 
chief clerk to agree to take meon the boat for 
afewtrips. I was more than delighted and 
it did not take me long to pack my clothes in 
anewspaper and get aboard. I was intro- 
duced to all the officers and given my 
first instructions as mud clerk. I was 
told to count carefully every package of 
freight that came on and off the boat. 
We landed at a little one-horse town witha 
big saw mill attached, and I was out on time 
counting the freight, and wondering how 
longit would be before I would be captain. 
After taking on a lot ofchickens, eggs and 
other country produce, the mate started the 
mento loading lumber. There were about 
20,000 feet of it, and I counted every plank, 
and was very careful not to make a mistake. 
When it was all on board I told the chief 
clerk how many planks there were. He only 
smiled andsaid: ‘My goodness; I had no 
idea there were so many.“ Ihad been lec- 
tured very forcibly about the necessity of 
taking all kinds of exceptionson perishable 
freight. In fact it was impressed 
so vividly on my mind that I never signed a 
bill of lading without first writing some kind 
of an exception all over the face of it. I 
have signed for hooppoles, lumber, pig iron 
and staves, with ‘frost and decay except- 
ed’ written all over the book. Once we were 
loading cotton and I put in the first thing 
that came in my mind, which was, ‘More or 
less. Igaveasolemn looking man a bill of 
lading for a corpse, with ‘Old, second- 
hand condition excepted’ stamped on 
the face of the bill of lading. The 
first passenger that I ever made out a 
ticket for proved to be an old lady from 
vemphis, whol think was the largest woman 
Jever saw. I made out the ticket and took, 
as I thought, the dating stamp to date the 
ticket, but the stamp happened to be one 
used for freight in time of low water, and 
read: ‘Privilege of lightering, towing or 
reshipping.’ The old lady politely boxed 
my ears and kept the ticket. 

It is the custom on the river for mud 
clerks to collect the fare from the deck pas- 
sengers, and the law requires that their 
names be registered in a book kept for that 
purpose. Some of the names given are 
wonders. I had Oscar Wilde, Sarah Bernhart, 
Robt. Ray Hamilton, Bill Nye and several 
others of national repute. 
myself lucky to have met such prominent 
people until informed correctly. 

It is the duty of the chief clerk of a steam- 
boat to assist lady passengers on and off the 
boat, and isthe duty of the mud clerk’ to 
carry the babies. Well, noone ever accused 
me of showing any partiality to babies and 
that was the part I detested and I really be- 
lieve that boat carried more babies than any 
steamboat Iever was on in my whole career. 

We hada cipher-book on the boat and all 
telegrams of importance were sent in cipher. 
Some of the crew sent mea cipher dispatch 
from Paducah to Johnsonville and signed the 
superintendent’s name toit. We arrived at 
Johnsonville and the telegram was handed 
to me (after I had paid the charges). I looked 
at the signature and thought Iwas gettinga 
promotion sure, as it was the first message I 
had ever received from that official. I started 
for the Homce to get the cipher, but it 
could not be found, as it had 
been Safely hidden by the crew. 
I don’t think I was ever in so much suspense 
in my life. Finally I could not stand it any 
longer and at the next landing made a rush 
for the telegraph office and sent the following 
message to the superintendent: ‘‘Message 
received. Cipher key lost. Will do as you 
gay. I had to prepay tbe message which 


caused the superintendent to think I was 


going Crazy and he hired another mud clerk 
to take my place on the arrival of the boat.

I would wear my uni- 
form—cap andall—upin every town where 
we would land, for 1 was infatuated with my 
job and would not have traded places with 
the President. 

After Thad been on the boat a month 1 
thought I knew more about the bus- 
iness than the Captain, and made 
a great deal more noise than 
the Mate or anybody else on the boat. 
I will never forget my first long trip away 
from home. I went South on a little boat to 
run ina cotton trade, and one evening while 
we were lying atthe bank taking on freight 
one of the fine steamers from New Orleans 
came in, ani as soon as she Janded the porter 
Jumped of with an armful of papers. 
Isaw him and ranup with my heart full of 
joy atthe possibility of getting a paper from 
home. Iasked the porter, who had collected 
a crowd around him, if he had any Evansville 
papers. He stopped and looked at me in 
amazement and finally asked, ‘Where in the 
name of the sainted hoo-doo is Evansville?’ 
He had never even heard of the city I had 
thought everybody in the world had seen. | 
had never realized until then how far I was 
from home, and would have given an amount 
far larger than the deficit in the United States 
Treasury at present to have been at home. 

Another time I can recall when I would 
have given most anything to have been at 
home, was at New Orleans several years 
ago. I had been away for several months 
and as fortune willed it I was in a large city 
over a thousand miles from home, in the 
very hot bed of the Mana, among utter 
strangers and flat broke. It was firemen’s 
parade day, and everybody in the city was in 
Sunday attire and out for a holiday. The 
parade began to move, and with a feeling 
of sadness which always comes over me on 
such occasions, I stationed myself on a 
corner to see all that was to be seen. It was 
a grand parade and lots of music. 
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soon as they came from the Post-office and | 
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little later came a band playing ‘The Old 
Folks at Home.’ Well, that was more than 
1 could stand and I thought thatI would die 
before I could get out of hearing of that 
band. Tears flowed like beer an an excur- 
sion steamer, cold chills rode bicycle races 
up and down my back and my heart beat 
faster than the ticking of a cotton - top and 1 
vowed to go home at once and stay there; but 
as I was dead broke’ 1 changed my mind 
and the next day secured a job and went 
further away than ever.

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A TRAGEDY OF THE SEA. 


1HE TERRIBLE REVENGE OF A GIGANTIC 
PORTUGUESE COOK. 


He Poisons the Captain and Sixteen of the 
Crew and Sails the Ship Alone— 
Comes Near Defeating the Entire Crew 
of Another Ship. E 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-IMSPATCH. 

On the 8th day of September, 1868, at 7 
o’clock in the morning, in the Cape of Good 
Hope, bearing almost due east, and 700 miles 
away, we sighted a ship dead ahead. I was 
second mate of the English brig Lord Clive, 
and we were bound from Australia to Liver- 


pool with wool. 

It was my watch—which you must know Is 
the port or captain’s watch—and we were 
within two miles of the stranger when the 
morning mist cleared and we sighted her. 
She was a small, square-rigged vessel, driv- 
ing along off before the westerly wind, and 
she did not show a square foot of canvas on 
any of her masts. I took the glass and went 
aloft, and my wonderment increased. There 
was one man aboard of her, but only one as 
far as Icould see. He was pacing the quar- 
ter-deck, and had his face turned towards 
us. There was no signal of distress flying, 
and yet it was plain enough that something 
was wrong there. 

I descended after a long look, and just then 
the Captain came on deck. We had about a 
five-knot breeze, and we were not longin 
overhauling the stranger. Her wheel was 
lashed, and as we came upon her starboard 
quarter we still failed to make out more than 
the one man. We were near enough to see 
that he was a Portuguese and evidently one 
ofthe crew. The name of the ship was the 
Three Brothers, and she hailed from the 
Cape. Weallimmediately remembered see- 
ing her at Sidney, and of her having left two 
weeks before we did. She was loaded with 
wool to be taken on at the Cape by the liners 
coming down from India. Our Captain 
hailed as we swept past her, but the sailor 
waved his hand to signify that nothing was 
wanted. 

There is something very queer there, 
said our Captain as we got clear of her, and 
I propose to investigate.’’ 

We looked up a couple of points to be clear 
of her and threw the brig into the wind. I 
was ordered to take two men and pull off to 
the stranger, which was drifting along at the 
rate of about two miles an hour. We hada 
boat down and were offina minute, and in 
another ten we should have been up with her 
had not something happened. The Portu- 
guese stood looking at us for half a minute as 
we approached. Thenhe disappeared andl 
suddenly caught sight of a musket-barrel 
over the rail. Iwas wondering if my eyes 
deceived me, when the villain fired and one 
of my men pitched forward on his face, shot 
through the back, and breathing his last 
within five minutes. The sailor then stood 
up and warned us by gesturesto Keep away 
or he’d serve out another, and you may guess 
that we lost no time in returning to the brig. 

What had oecurred only deepened the mys- 
tery. There was a ship, evidently in the best 
condition, but without a sail set and in 
charge of only one man. Instead of pursu- 
ing her voyage she was drifting likealog. If 
in distress, she showed no signal and one of 
our men had just been murdered while we 
were on the way to offer our services. It was 
a pretty tough nut to crack, but our Captain 
was determined to find the kernel. We hauled 
back on our course and again overtook the 
ship and this time we ran down so close to 
her that one could have pitched his cap 
aboard. Every man of us was looking, Dut 
we saw only that Portuguese sailor. He had 
five or six muskets piled up on the cabin sky- 
light and he turned his back on us as we 
swept past. The decks were clear and in 
perfect order and the salls had been neatly 
stowed and furled. 

What's the matter! 
What do you want!“ 

So our Captain shouted at the man, but he 
paid not the slighthst heed. We ran ahead 
of her about a mile and then luffed up again, 
and as the ship came drifting down the Cap- 
tain said: 

There's been some awful doings aboard 
yonder craft. It hasn’t been mutiny, because 
there’d be more men about, but I’m thinking 
that man has some how made way with every 
other soul! It's our duty to solve the mys- 
tery if we can, but we don’t wantany more 
murders. Mr. Piper, you will pull off to him 
again and try and get aboard. Take a mus- 
Ket with you, and if he fires at you try and 
kill him!“ 

I went off, with two other men, holding the 
boat across the course of the drifting ship. 
When she was within musket shot, the Por- 
tuguese began blazing away. I could only 
see the top of his head above the rail, as the 
ship had high bulwarks, and I don’t suppose 
my bullet even whistled in his ears. He had 
a terrible advantage of us, but I had deter- 
mined to make a dash and board him, when 
is third shot struck one of my men in the 
arm and erippled him for life, and within 
fifteen seconds he fred again and knocked 
my hat off my head. 

There was intense excitement abroad the 
brig when we pulled back. Every man of us 
now felt that the Portuguese was the sole sur- 
vivor of some awful tragedy, and that he 
meant to fight tothe death to keep us from 
boarding the ship. We were more than full- 
handed on the brig, there being four men who 
had paid the Captain a few dollars each and 
were working the balance of their passage. 
If we found the ship without crew enough to 
work her we could take her in and claim a 
pretty lump of salvage. This fact had its in- 
fluence on our Captain, no doubt, though I 
believe he would have stood by her until the 
mystery was solved to satisfy his own curi- 
osity, it was now decided to send out two 
boats, and after rummaging around we 
armed ourselves with three old muSkets and 
a revolver—all the firearms the brig could 
boast of. The first mate took one boat with 
three men in it, and I took the other with an 
equal number. We planned to menace him,

so that he would fall into confusion, and we 


lay on our Oars and let the ship drift down to 
us. I was to hook on to her bows, while the 


first mate Kept the sallor busy aft; but we 
didn’t Know how much devit there was in 


him. He divided his stock of guns forward 


and aft, and his first bullet killed a man in 
the mate’s boat. 
the forechains, and I was thinking we hada 
clear way to the deck when he upset a pail of 
boliing water over us from the rail, and every 
one of us were forced to 'eap into the sea to 
ease our torments. The trio of us were ter- 
ribly scalded and one of the men entirely lost 
the sight of his left eye.

We had not only made another failure, but 


here was another dead man and more 


wounded. Our crew was now for bea 


away and making no further attempt to 
board the stranger, but the Captain cried out 
that he would stand by until he had lost 


had constructed three bullet-proof shelters 
along the port rail, and the idea was to 
down alongside the 
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drifted side by side. Our Captainjthen gavo 
the signal, and five of us made a rush over 
the ship’s rail. In doing so we were exposed 
to the sallor’s fire, and he shot the carpenter 
through the heart. He had time to fire only 
once, however, but when the four of us piled 
onto him we found him almost our match. 
Had not help come I verily believe he would 
have gained the victory. He seemed en. 
aowed with the strength of a giant, and his 
flerceness was that of a wounded tiger. 
While he was being bound he got a sailor’; 
finger between his sharp teeth and bit it clean 
ot. and not one ot us escaped without brulses, 

When we had finally secured our man we 
began the work of clearing up the mystery. 
Not a soul could we find on board the ship, 
nor could we at first account forthe absence 
of the crew. Then one thing and another 
was brought to light to tell us the horrible 


‘story. She had left Sidney with fourteen 


men. The fiend of a Portuguese had murdered 
every man by means of poison in the rum, 
He Was the cook. A week out ot port she had 
met with heavy weather and been obliged to 
lie to and ride it out. This was how she came 
to have everything snug aloft. It was while 
she was riding out the gale that the Captain 
had some trouble with the cook. Just what 
it was no one but the Portuguese knew. Ila 
claimed to have been brutally assaulted 
without cause, and to revenge himself he 
poisoned a demijohn of rum Kept for the 
Captain’s use. Some of this rum, he claimed, 
was afterwards served out to all hands with. 
out his knowledge and the entire crew were 
thus killed off. 

What the real facts were could never be 
brought out. As we found no blood or other 
evidences of murder in the ordinary way, we 
had to accept the sailor’s statement about 
the poison. He had dragged every dead man 
on deck and thrown him over, and when the 
gale ceased the ship had taken «her own way 
to come about and go driving off. The villain 
had no idea as to where she would bring up, 
and he didn’t care so long as he was not over- 
hauled. 

After a great deal of hard work we got both 
crafts safely to Cape Town, and there the 
wholesale murderer was turned over for trial, 
He told the story of the poisoning as cool ag 
you please, and I shall never forget hig 
statement of what followed after the liquor 
Was served out. 

Captain he fall down and cry out and 
die!“ explained the fend. Then the mate 
he roll over and scream and go dead. Then 
the sailors call to God to save em, but all go 
dead in one half hour!’’ 

Then what?’’ was asked. 

Then I laugh, ha! ha! ha and throw ’em 
all overboard! Some sink and some float 
away!’’ 

I was present when he was executed. 
During all his trial and imprisonment he 
never expressed the slightest regret for his 
awfulcrime. There was a demand that he 
be hung alive in chains, but, of course, noth- 
ing of the sort could be legally done. He 
walked to the gallows with smiling face, 
bowed to the crowd gathered to see him die, 
and shouted so that all could hear: 

‘*IT kill seventeen men, and you kill only 
one—ha! ha! ha!“ 


A LONELY WATOH. 


Life of Peter Keegan Who Announces 
the Arrival of Ships. 

When the Servia broke her crank pin, and 
returned in tow to New York, the inward- 
bound Eider signalled the news to the Fire 
Island watch tower, the extreme link be- 
tween land and sea.

He sees a dark patch of smoke in the dis- 
tance, his sharp eye, with the aid of his 
powerful sea glass, detects some peculiarity 
of the rigging and the ship is known beyond 
a doubt. Sometimes a ship other than the 
one scheduled makes the trip, but she does 
not lead Mr. Keegan astray. Some time ago 
this happened and the main offices were not 
advised of the change. So they promptly 
contradicted Mr. Keegan when he tele- 
graphed the passage of the unscheduled ves- 
sel. Several hours afterward they saw their 
mistake. 

Mr. Keegan’s vigil is kept up by night as 
well as by day, He knows the steamers by 
their lights, which are differently arranged 
on every vessel. 

Long practice has taught him about what 
time he may expect a light, and as the ships 
remain in view aboutan hour he is not de- 
prived of sleep altogether. 

For twelve years Mr. Keegan has been a 
Robinson Crusoe that was not master of all 
he surveyed, or else he would be the most ex- 
tensive ship owner the world ever knew. 

For six years Mr. Keegan was stationed on 
the roof of the Surf Hotel. Then the Western 
Union company erected the present 60- foot 
tower at the water’s edge.

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PRINCE AND PRIEST 


Father Galitsin to Be Numbered Among 
the Blessed. 


THE NEWS RECEIVED BY THE sr. LOUIS 
SISTERS OF LORETTO. 


Preparations Making for the Canonization 
of the Russian Prince Who Entered the 
Priesthood, Became a Missionary and 
Founded Loretto—A Sketch of His Re- 
markable Life. 


It was fifty years last May since Father 
Gallitzin, Prince and priest, died, and the 
news has come from Rome to the com- 
munity of the Sisters of Loretto, at Jefferson 
avenue and Pine street, in this city, that he 
is to be raised tothe number of the blessed, 
which is the first step toward canonization. 

It is now much over a hundred years ago 
that the only son and heir of one of the old- 
est and most famous families of the Old 
World was born in Russia with a pedigree 
longer than that of the reigning Czar. 

From a palace to a cabin, from the pinnacle 
ot luxury to the Diting depths of poverty, 
from a feted courtier to a lonely priest—this 
is the record of the subject of this sketch. 
prince Demetrius Augustine Gallitzin was 
porn on the 224 day of December, 1770, 
at The Hague, in Holland, where 
his father was Ambassador of Russia 
atthattime. The baby Prince was decor- 
ated with military honors from his very 
birth. When he first saw the light the great 
house of Gallitzin was brilliant with hopes 
and magnificent speculations were enter- 
tained by his ambitious father for his worldly 
aspirations. The tiny Russian was born and 
pred in the Greek church, but was really 
surrounded by an atmosphere of inf. 
delity. His father was a most intimate

friend of Voltaire, and Diderot, whom he 
had met during his fourteen years’ stay in 
Paris as Kussian Ambassadortothe courts 
of France. With these atheistical surround- 
ings the child grew up, and even his mother, 
the beautiful Princess Amelia, then standing 
in the front rank of the most literary lady 
celebrities of the day, though when a child 
a devoted Catholic, was herself 
an unbeliever, content to sur- 
round herself with the choice literary 
spirits of the age, who directed the training 
and education of her son. Among them were 
Hemsterhuis, Haman, Jacobt and Goethe. 
HONORED BY THE EMPRESS. 

At one time when the Empress Catherine 
had visited The Hague and was being mag- 
nifcently received by the Ambassador, to 
show her regard for him she had ordered his 
little son brought to her, heid him in her im 
perial arms as he was then only 2 years 
of age, and caressing him tenderly, 
commissioned him then and there 
an Officer of the guard. Little Mitri, as he 
was called, did not appreciate honors, even 
at that age, for he escaped from the Empress 
as soon as he could, shook out his curls and 
hid behind the gown of his nurse. This mark 
of favor was intended to shape the future of 
the child’s life. Ailthis time the beautiful 
mother was leading a life of highest fashion. 
After a time, however, soclety became dis- 
tasteful to her and she retired with her child- 
ren toa quiet life, and after a severe illness 
she became a zealous member of the Roman 
Catholic faith, towhich her daughter Ma- 
rianna was also admitted, though ber hus- 
band absolutely forbade hisson and heir, 
Demetrius, to enter its fold. How- 
ever, at the age of 17, despite 
opposition, the boy renounced the 
Greek Church. He completed a brei- 
Mant educational course and made his mili- 
tary debut, being appointed aide de camp to 
the Austrian General, Van Lilien, who com- 
manded an army at Brabant. 
At the age of 2 the Prince re- 
solved to take a trip to America. 
At this age he was the very beau ideal of a 
stately youpg officer.

NARROWLY ESCAPED DROWNING. 

It was only the night before safling that he 
attended a grand ball, and danced 
from dark to daylight, for he was 
very fond of luxury and pleasure. Just as 
bis mother was about to embrace him before 
the ship’s salling the young Prince acci- 
Gentally slipped from the plank into the sea 
and was only saved from death by a brave 
Sailor. After this escape his ideas seemed to 
change, and on the way to America he de- 
termined toabandon fame, parents and his 
immense fortune and become an hambie 
priest in America. He was fully aware that 
the sovereign would confiscate his 
immense fortune on account of this 
act, but he did not consider this, 
and landedin America fully determined in 
hig new resolve to abandon his exalted 
sphere in lifeand enter a ite of privatton 
and prayer. It was Oct. 26, 1792, that he ar- 
rived in Baltimore with letters of introduc- 
tion to Bishop Carroll. Enriched witb the 
knowledge of French, German, Italian and 
English language, music, painting and all 
the fine arts, he entered the Theological Sem- 
inary of St. Sulpice at Baltimore, intending 
to become a member of that order, but he 
was destined for a wider and even 
more useful sphere. Bishop Carroll 
on March 18, 1795. ordained him, 
and it was then that the young priest 
was called upon to go further into the depths 
Of self sacrifice, for learning of the necessity 
of a missionary in the United States, he de- 
termined to embrace its poverty and resign 
the sanctity and seclusion of St. Suipice. 
Father Gallitzin first exercised the holy 
ministry in the settlement of Conaivago. 

t to the wild, bleak and in- 
hospitabie regions of the Allegheny in 1799. 
At that time he had in Russia an estate valued 
by three noblemen of the highest ranks, 
friends of his whom he had appointed as his 
attorneys, at seventy thousand roubles in

people was sharing their cold and hunger, 
Father Gallitzin had

come to her. The Emperor had given per- 
mission for his return, and Bishop Carroll 
added his entreatiesto that of the others 
that he would return to his conntry for a 
visit, but the brave priest 
Geciared he could not desert the little 
flock who trusted him, and made 
a special visit to Baltimore to explain his 
reason. Whatever I might gain by my visit 
to Europe, he said, cannot be compared 
to the loss of a single soul in my absence. 
So the visit and its gain was laid aside. Im- 
mediately upon the Prince’s death his rela- 
tives in Russia took possession of his estates 
as his heirs, considering Juſtei, as they 
called him, thrown out altogether on account 
of his priesthood. Father Gallitzin em- 
powered a special number of attorneys to 
look after his interest, of course, with not 
much avail. In the little town of 
Loretto, which the priest founded, 
came one day a great box 
from Russia, which contained every imagin- 
able kind of present from the Princess 
Gallitzin to her son. It contained innumer- 
able presents for the priest and his parish- 
ioners, among them a beautiful set of vest- 
ments, worked by the Countess Von Stolberg 
and herself, to be worn at mass. The mother 
had hoped to place them on her son herself; 
instead they were put on thousands of miles 
away, where the bare-footed country people 
would have the pleasure for which the high 
born princess would gladiy have yielded her 
life. In the box were jewels, rosaries, house- 
hold linen, relics set in precious stones, 
gold and silver crosses, accompanied 9 

papers establishing their authenticity, an 
even baby trousseaux for the priest to give 
away when the little things were brought to 
him for baptism, and finally acheckfor a 
large amount. In sending this box the 
Princess mother sent her very heart, and 
the son climbed the saddest point of self- 
sacrifice in bending over the contents on 
which she had spent so many hours. And 
turning away from the visit to Russia, where 
another fortune lay awaiting him, to Father 
Gallitzin, with bis slender frame, complete 
abnegation, fron will and loving heart found 
his posta most terrible one. To rise long 
before the light and sit fasting for hours ina 
church that never knew a fire, hearing con- 
fessions before mass on Sundays, to preach 
in German and English, to baptize the 
ehildren, to comfort the dying, bury the 
dead, go out on the wildest nights to attend 
the sick—thisis asmall part ot his mission- 
ary life. 

HONORS DUE A PRINCE. 

At one time he was obliged to borrow 8,000 
from the Russian Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, or charge d affaires, Baron Francis de 
Maltiz. Father Gallitzin visited Washington 
to discuss his obligation, and while there 
he was treated as the Prince of Rus- 
sia with eclat and splendor, the Ambassador 
insisting on receiving him with the mag 
nificence due to his princely rank. A grand 
dinner was given bim, to which was invited 
Henry Clay and all the elite of the city. 
Towards the close of the sumptuous dinner 
Father Gallitzin, who sat next to the Am? 
bassador, asked him, ‘‘Your Excellency 
about my bond for the 33,00. His Ex- 
cellency pulled the bond out of his pocket, 
showed it to him, and then deliberately 
lighted his cigar with it. Later a great 
cross came to him in the sudden death of his 
mother, and in his humbie church he cele- 
brated her funeral for three days. To help 
him in bis labors, the King of Holland, who 
was formerly a great friend of his, purchased 
his collection of treasures for $20,000, which, 
however, never reached him, through the 
treachery of his brother-in-law. Only $11,000 
were received by the priest. After forty- 
one years of labor in the dull, 
comfortiess cabin on the Alleghenies, 
the priest died the 6th of May, 1841, and his in- 
terment took: place the following Sunday. 
The body lay in state for four days, and was 
at his request deposited before the door of 
the small chapel, which he had dedicated to 
the Blessed Virgin, and where he used to say 
so fervently his mass.

The railway is completed as far as Vryburg,in 
Bechuanaland, Itis proposed to carry this 
road on a narrower gauge to Mafeking and 100 
Miles north of that place. Should the Tati 
gold flelds prove as remunerative ds well- 
informed persons believe, the line will soon 
be extended thither. From Tati to the Victo- 
ria Falls of the Zambesi isa short step of 
about five hundred miles over a country offer- 
ing few engineering difficulties, and I doubt 
not that the next generation before it grows 
old will travel to this great river and to its 
unparalleled cascades with the same ease and 
comfort as the present generation is a ble to 
visit Niagara.

It isto hoped, consider 
ing the -size and importance of our 
Bechuanaland 9 and the great 
powers wielde by the Administrator, 
that the British Government ,who insist upon 
retaining their hold over Bechuanaland, will 
provide their representatives with a more 
Suitable and honorable residence. ho- 
tels offer to the traveler fair but rough ac- 
commodation, and in one or more well filled 
stores the immigrant or the settler can ob- 
tain most of the necessaries of life and such 
articles as are requisite for the commerce of 
the interior. From Vryburg branch off many 
routes north and east and west. Westward 
into Demaraland or into the great Kalahari 
Desert toward Lake Ngami, northward to 
Matabeleland and the Zambesi, eastward, 
which route we ourselves followed, tothe 
Transvaal and Johannisburg. Passenger 
coaches are forthe present confined to this 
latter route. 

As we were a large party with some amount 
of baggage, we had secured for our own pri- 
vate use two coaches, and we passed the four 
days occupied in the journey to Johannisburg 
in tolerable comfort. African coaching is an 
experience which at the present a! can only 
be tried in Africa. The coaches themselves 
are the most curious 1 of human 
skill. Intended to hold twelve passengers in- 
side, haif a dozen outside, sides a large 
quantity of heavy Daggage, they are con- 
structed of the most solid materials, hung 
upon thick springs of leather, and present 
the most unwieldly, lumbering 
and old world ap rance. They 
are drawn by ten or twelve mules or horses 
harnessed in pairs. Two men are required to 
guide the team—the one holding the reins, 
the other the long whip, with which he can 
severely chastise all Dut the leading pair. 
When driving a team of mules the whip is in 
operation every minute, constant flogging 
alone inducing these stubborn animals to do 
their best. At times one of the drivers is 
compelled to deseend from the box and run 
alongside the team, Soxging them all with 
the greatest harshness and impartiality. In 
spite, however, of all this effort and appar- 
ent harsh treatment an average speed of 
about six miles an hour all thatcan be 

ized. 

Roads there are none; deeply-rutted 
tracks are followed. When 
gets too deep for safety 
turns slightly aside, and to such an 
extent does this sometimes occur that in 

laces the track occupies a width of a quar- 
er of a mile or more.

t, canmot be ex ted to endure. Fre- 
toria, with a population of 6,000, mainly 
Dutchmen, is maintained at the expense of 
Johannisburg, with a population of 15,000, 
mainly Englishmen. The latter, when its 
people have time to give their attention to 
municipal as well as mining matters, will 
demand and exact a thorough reform.
